A man has recently awoken from two decades in a 
coma. According to his family 39-year-old Terry 
Watlis's entire frame of reference is stuck in 1984. 
He thinks Ronald Reagan is still the US president,, 
but then maybe so does Ronnie. Terry was only 19 when a 
serious car accident plunged him into a coma - not long 
after he and his wife had celebrated the birth of their baby 
daughter She may now be listening on an iPod to the same 
music that Terry was buying on vinyl; Madonna, U2, and 
Michael Jackson (or maybe not..,] are still going strong. You 
can even buy 1984 chart-toppers Kenny Loggins and Phil 
Collins on Apple's iTunes Music Store, 

While Terry will be able to get to grips with the iPod 
pretty quickly, when he sees it plugged into a computer he's 
going to freak - 'What the hell is that?!". And what do you 
do with this?/" he'll gasp when picking up the mouse. It is 
indeed remarkable that the personal computer as we know 
it today has been around for only 20 years. Before 1984 PCs 
had command-line interfaces with green or amber screens, 
Apple changed all that In January 1984 when it 
Introduced the first Macintosh personal computer. To say 
that it broke the mould is an understatement. To call it 
revolutionary doesn't do it justice. Here was something so 
different that it is rarely even referred to as a PC. Even now, 
it's PC or Mac. Of course, today's Windows or Linux PCs don't 
look too different from Macs, They don't look as good, and 
they aren't as intelligently designed, but they are both the 
same basic shape - except for Apple's latest alMmone 
consumer computer, the LCD iMac T which goes to prove that 
the company hasn't stopped looking for the best solution in 
a generally retarded industry. 

It's easy to recall 1984, The top grossing movies were 
Ghost Busters, Beverly Hills Cop Indiana Jones and the 
Tem pie of Doom, G rem I ins, and The Karate Kid. Pri nee was at 
the top of the charts with When Doves Cry, Tina belted out 
What's Love Got To Do With ft, and Lionel sang Hello. This is 
recreated at School Disco events and endlessly replayed on 
satellite movie channels. Yet it*s almost impossible to 
remember what it was like before Apple brought the 
graphical user interface (GUI) into the public consciousness. 

There have been many technological advances in the 
past 20 years f but few have entered our lives with as much 
simple effect as the mouse-controlled GUI computer. The 
Internet was around long before 1984, but it was the GUI 
and then the World Wide Web that made it such an 
influence today. George Orwell's 1984 was a frightening 
place of totalitarianism and lack of personal control. The 
possibilities of the Web are the very antithesis of Orwell’s 
vision of Big Brother, The Internet is our deadliest weapon 
against dictators and one-view histories. 

When Terry logs on to the Web, he might be surprised 
that the Cold War has turned into a battle against extremist 


terror, But he'll marvel more at the opportunity to send his 
own videos digitally across the world In seconds, iChat with 
family, download albums and carry hundreds of them round 
with him in a tiny white case, and print high-quality photos 
inexpensively in his own house (without a gallon of 
chemicals and the curtains drawn). 

It could be argued that Apple was in a coma itself for 
several of its 20 years of Mac making. Certainly, Microsoft 
took Apple's lead and ran off with the market all too easily. 
Apple spent too much effort suing other GUI OS developers, 
and not enough working with third parties. For all the 
moaning about Microsoft's proprietary technologies that 
are the foundations of its monopoly, Apple too was arrogant 
enough to believe only it had the brains, wherewithal and 
right to develop the techs the Mac required. Licensing the 
Mac OS was done way too late, cannibalizing rather growing 
Apple's market. And when it had run out of ideas and saw 
Windows' growing dominance, the company couldn't even 
sell itself to an army of suitors. 

Despite the revelation that he initially tried to stop the 
Macintosh project, it's undeniable that Apple co-founder 
Steve Jobs plays a pivotal role in Mac's history — alongside 
the 19 other 'Most important people in the Mac's history' 
that we've gathered together in our special anniversary 
feature, and a bunch of unsung heroes (and villains). 
Rema rka bly he probably wasn't a Mac user for three fifths of 
the Mac's first 20 years. After leaving Apple in 1985, he set¬ 
up NeXT, and used that company's computers until he 
returned triumphant and 5430m richer in 1997 having sold 
NeXT to Apple the previous year. But in the six years since, 
Apple has turned round from being a rapidly fading star into 
the recognized world leader in computer innovation again. 

in 1984 the Macintosh dragged the mouse out of a long 
development hibernation and eventually onto the desktops 
of nearly every computer user on the planet. The Mac was 
the first computer to offer Ethernet networking as standard 
across the range, and the first to offer a CD-ROM as a built- 
in option. The PowerBook was the first successful laptop. 
Apple's QuickTime ushered in an era of multimedia, and 
FireWire enabled a generation of fast and affordable digital 
camcorders, Apple has recently pioneered wireless 
networking as a standard feature, and has virtually created 
a new way of distributing and listening to music. 

The world that Terry Wa 11 is has woken u p to - despite the 
continuing presence of Kenny Loggins - is a quite different 
one than that which he remembers. A whole lot of that 
positive change and opportunity isthanks to the Mac and its 
extraordinary influence on technology and the ways we live 
our lives today Windows wears the GUI crown, but it was 
Apple and the Mac that did the championing. And that's 
why 2004 isn't much like 1984 at all, as Terry is no doubt 
discovering right now. MW

Show visitors were met by the 
sight of Apple's huge stand, and a 
huge banner reading: "Mac OS X

Aletta Killin said: "I haven't upgraded 
to OS X because I was waiting for 
the software 1 use to be upgraded.

Other major attractions were the 
20-inch G4 iMac and the dual-l.SGHz 
G5 PowerMac, both of which were 
iaunched two days before the show. 

Banker Richard Herschy said:

Apple Financial Services UK and 
Ireland sales director Jon Singleton 
revealed that the company "did more 
business on the first day of the show 
than it did during the entire event 
last year ”. 

Other companies to launch 
products at the show included 
Epson, HP, FileMaker, Microspot 
and CS Odessa launching 
ConceptDraw (see page 37). 

Event director Bob Denton said: 
"Apple has been tremendous this 
year. As well as attending the show 
It took over Islington's Angel tube 
station, with iPod ads everywhere, 
big banners outside and iPod posters 
mentioning MacExpo. 

"MacExpo has its own charm. 
Visitors know what they want 
and why they're here.

Other features include 256MB RAM, an 80GB. 


7,ZOOrpm hard drive, and an NVidia GeForce FX 5200 
Ultra graphics processor with 64MB of DDR video 
memory The software bundle includes iTunes 4. 
iPhoto 2, iMovie 3 and iDVD 3. 

In an interview with Macworld, Greg Joswiak, 
Apple's vice president of hardware products 
worldwide product marketing, said the 20-inch 
iMac is a "boundary product" that appeals to both 
consumers and professionals - and that the it has 
attracted a lot of attention from professional users. 


Roger* confirmed that the UK 
creative sector is seeing signs of 
recovery: "Confidence has returned to 
the advertising sector, meaning many 
existing Mac users are beginning to 
upgrade. With the Power Mac G5, 
Panther and XPress for OS X, there's 
a compelling reason to upgrade now" 
TV graphic designer Peter Smith 
said: "Advertising revenue has 
definitely gone up, so there's a 
more positive attitude in the industry, 
but budgets are still limited and 
management expects us to do twice 
as much work without the resources, 
because over the past few years we've 
proven that we can.

‘"We are investing In XPress to 
ensure customers will choose to 
stick with us. We are financially 
stable, and invest a lot in research 
and development 

"We definitely have more people 
working on XPress than Adobe 
has on InDesign. We have over 
200 XPress developers. XPress is 
very important to us. It dear to 
our heart," he claimed. 

Tomorrow's world 

The arrival of electronic fonts, XPress, 
Macs and Photoshop revoiutionized 
publishing in the 1980s, and Kurz says 
that instead of trying to create 
another revolution "what we need 
to do is distinguish between features 
that change the way people work, 
and those people think products 
like ours should already have” 

Kurz cited multiple undo and 
tables-support in XPress as examples 
of "little improvements which are 
really big improvements when you 
work the application every day”. 

He added: "Then there's things 
that really change the way we do 


things, such as Xpress 6.0's Layout 
Spaces, These allow designers to 
build projects with multiple layouts 
- business cards, letterheads, 
stationery, for example - and 
ensure consistent design across 
all the elements through using 
Workspaces. It means, for example, 
that if a logo is updated, it's 
updated across the different 
layouts automatically. 

”1 think that's a fantastic feature. 
No desktop product has such a 
feature. People think in projects, 
but even if you think in chaos 
what we have here is a way people 
can separate content from design. 
They can play with ideas without 
worrying about the content. They 
don’t have to use copy-Si-pasted 

Today’s publishing increasingly 
embraces PDF across the workflow. 
Kurz said: "We need to invest 
more in PDF publishing, and we 
need to have a very rich toolset 
for Web content management. 
Fundamentally, we always want 
to do things that fulfil our customers' 
needs" 

Publishing should be fun, says 
Ku rz: "We want to provide tools that 
let people be productive, but at the 
same time - because people spend 
eight hours a day in front of our 
application - allow it to be fun," 


Honan Keating launched 
Apple's iPod Advent 
campaign at Virgin's 
Oxford Street superstore.

Upgrades 

Quark gained notoriety among Mac 
users for its tardy delivery of XPress 
for OS X p but QuarkXPress 6:0 has 
been very well received, said Kurz: " 
Xpress 6,0 has been the most 
successful, fastest-selling upgrade 
in terms of unit sales ever. Although 
larger clients tend to upgrade more 
slowly there are so many smaller 
customers who have already 
upgraded it's fantastic. OS X 
3sdefinitely happening” 

Quark's critics have complained 
of the infrequency of its product 
updates — something Kurz said will 
change: ,H We are aimingto update 
every 14-18 months. Moving to 
m o re-freq u e nt p rod act revi s io n s 
offers Quark an advantage, as it 
makes us more competitive. We 
can introduce new features that 
our users need, things like support 
for new PDF specs " 

Kurz added: "For the last year It's 
all been about where XPress for X is. 
But now its here, and I think Its lime 
we invested not just in engineering 
but also in communication. 

User relations 

With regards to communication, 
Quark wants to get closer to its 
users. Kurz said: "We take that 
criticism and we agree with it. We 
need to Improve. We recognize a 
distance has been there, and we have 
begun Investing to bridge that gap/' 
Friedman said: "We tend to put 
all our force and passion into making 
the products the best they can be. 

We have not been the best at 


communication, and we need 
to do better/’ 

UK XPress users can expect the 
company to put people in place here 
"to speak directly to the customers" 
Kurz and Friedman promised. The 
company is preparing plans for 
roadshows next year, \n order 
to meet customers. To this end, 

Kurz travelled from the US to be at 
Mac Expo. "We never want to leave 
the UK market/ 1 Kurz said, "When we 
reduced our presence in the UK last 
year it was not an abandonment of 
the UK but was in response to the 
economic reality then. Mow we are 
building for another age." 

This new age involves a more 
customer-focused Quark, says 
Friedman — a 13-year Quark veteran: 
'Our customers can do a lot better if 
we help them work more efficiently" 

Friedman's new role is to fill 
the gaps that have evolved between 
Quark and Its customers over 
the years. She said: "We have to 
communicate with our customers 
and partners better, and the service 
bureaus and printers. We have to 
deliver better training, too. It's a 
big job, but we did it well when 
I first came to Quark, and will do 
it well again" 

Quark competitors Macromedia 
and Adobe have successfully 
developed well-used customer 
forums where users swap hints, 
shortcuts and solve problems. 

Quark doesn't yet offer that depth 
of community. 

Friedman said: "We must do 
better there. We must improve across 


the board. We must improve our 
communications, offer better hints, 
tips and training and get user- 
communities back/* 

Jabs and Ebrahimi 

In November 2002 Ouark CEQ 
Fred Ebrahimi declared Apple would 
"become a consumer electronics 
company" and Quark s lack of an 
OS X version of XPress at the time 
led many Industry watchers to 
predict that the company was 
planning to end its DTP relationship 
with the Mac community 

Kurz said Ebrahimi "was 
expressing his concerns that 
Apple's move to OS X was forcing 
pro-publishers to upgrade in 
a tough economy 1 '. He added: 

"We are completely committed 
to Apple, as SO per cent of the 
company's sales are Mac, We even 
launched XPress 6.0 in Cupertino 
together. We have people sitting 
in Cupertino working with Apple on 
fixing bugs in XPress 6.1 for Panther. 
We work together closely, not just 
in marketing or in business terms, 
but also from a development 
perspective/ 1 

Apple's move to a rock-soiid 
implementation of Unix may 
ultimately widen Quark's presence 
on Macs, Kurz suggested: "OS X's 
Unix core is most interesting, as 
we also have server-led products 
that allow users to run XPress in a 
multi threaded environment on a 
server. That's when it becomes very 
powerfu I” NIW

A pple has rolled out a new 
logistics system across its 
European online Apple Store, 
and has exclusively told Macworld 
that its roll out has caused serious 
problems for customers, with 
39 per cent of them facing delays 
when problems were at their worst. 

Apple Store Europe director 
Francois Duquesne said; "The 
crisis is now under control. We 
have fixed the broken parts, and 
we have the capacity to respond" 

The problems were first 
unearthed by a Macworld Online 
reader poll, in which 27 per cent of 
readers said they had experienced 
problems with the Store, with 
many complaining of delays 
and shipping problems. 

Duquesne said; 'It certainly 
has been painful. Customers have 
not been receiving products in the 
timeframe we said they should. We've 
seen the issue gradually escalate, and 
become a flood in the 
past six to eight 
weeks."

said the company values such input; 
"Apple welcomes feedback from 
customers. We take customer 
feedback very seriously 
and receiving it directly 
allows us to address it* 

He pointed to the built-in bug¬ 
reporting features of Safari and 
Mac OS X 10.3 as evidence of 
the company's desire to attract 
customer feedback. 

Following the poll, Apple sent 
an email to Apple Store customers 
admitting the company was facing 
M several implementation issues" 
with the store. It promised that 
it M i$ taking all the necessary steps 
to restore service levels as quickly 
as possible '. 

Duquesne added; "The problems 
were a result of a logistics upgrade 
to our ordering system introduced 
in July It was implemented at the 
same time as Apple Store business 
exploded. In the past year the Store 
has seen very strong growth. We 
have introduced products like iPods 
and Panther, that have been huge 
successes. These low-cost items 
are being ordered in large quantities, 

"In the past six weeks we have 
been working with Apple Europe's 


senior director of logistics Joe Gant ley 
to address the problems. He has been 
working with our partners to increase 
wa reh o u se ca pa city.* 

Other measures include hiring 
new planning and logistical staff 
and bolstering the call-centre team 

Duquesne said: "We have been 
deluged with so many calls and 
emails that we hadn't been able 
to answer them in a timely manner, 
meaning customers faced long 
waits when they called to report 
problems, 

r We have put more people on 
the phones - some permanent: 
some temporary-to deal with the 
crisis. We expect that as logistical 
problems are solved service levels 
on the phone and on email will 
return to normal. We also have a 
dedicated urgent-response team " 

Many readers complained the 
Store was not meeting promised 
delivery times. One UK-based reader 
revealed that the iPod he ordered 
through the Apple Store was still 
in the wrong country: 'My wife 
ordered an iPod - it arrived at Apple's 
warehouse in Holland on November 
7, and is still there. They do not know 
when it will be shipped. I have been 
given three different delivery dates, 
all of which have passed." 

As Macworld went to press 
Apple was preparing to announce 
the last possible date that customers 
can place orders for Christmas. "We 
will be conservative with this date/' 
Duquesne said. HU

Pub tunes go digital 


The sight of the traditional juke box (left! could 
soon he a thing of the past, as thousands of 
UK pubs will soon be introducing broadband- 
enabled jukeboxes with access to millions of 
tracks. 

Inspired Broadcast Networks' player offers 
paying punters access to an online database 
erf two million songs through a system of 
6,000 broad band-connected jukehoxes. 

The company claims the service will also 
offer pre-re teased tracks, predicting that 300 
new tracks will be added each day. 

“For a modern consumer accustomed to 
instant access to millions of the latest tracks 
from MTV, Napster arid the iPod, the traditional 
juke's combination of terrible compilations and 
lack of new music does not compare. This has 


resulted in declining juke incomes, and pub 
retailers scrapping in excess of 1,000 jukeboxes 
a year across the UK," the company said. 

It intends rolling-out the system across the 
UK in Z0D4, with some test jukeboxes deployed 
at undisclosed locations in the run-up to 
Christmas, "and not necessarily in London ' 

Tracks will cost 50p, though drinkers in a 
hurry can pay £1 to ensure their music choice 
plays first. 

The system is being introduced in 
partnership with Entertainment UK, itself 
part of high-street giant Woolworths. As they 
listen to music, drinkers will be able to order a 
physical CD of the album be sent to their home. 
The companies hope to offer the option of MP3 
emailing, starting next year. MW

1984: 20 


T wenty years ago Apple stunned 

the US Super Bowl TV audience with 
its now world-famous "1984" ad, 
featuring an athletic heroine (British discus 
thrower Anya Major) who broke the new 
world order with a hammer as a fitting 
visual message to support the introduction 
of Apple's brand-new Macintosh computer. 

The award-winning advert was a huge 
success for the company, and for many still 
sums up what Apple is about. But when 
first screened before the Apple board 
of directors, the movie met a stunned 
silence, according to then-CEO John 
Sculley. "Two board members put their 
heads in their hands and said, 'You're 
not really going to run that, are you?’”. 

The board complained that the 
$700,000 ad - which cost a further 
$1.5 million to screen during the Super 
Bowl - never once showed the product. 
"They said it would be irresponsible 
to spend all that money on an ad that 
didn’t show the Mac," said Lee Clow, 
TBWA/Chiat/ Day’s creative director. 

Directed by then up-and-coming British 
director Ridley Scott, ”1984" offered high- 
quality cinematics. Filmed at Shepperton 
Studios, Scott recruited hundreds of extras 
willing to shave their hair for $125 per day. 
James Biddlecombe, who starred as one 
of the Big Brother-watching audience, told 
Macworld that the casting agency actually 
hired a bunch of skinheads as extras. 

"We wanted to get people's attention” 
said Steve Hayden, a copywriter for the ad. 

"I was fascinated to see the reaction 
of other people", said ad analyst 
Bob Garfield, who instantly liked the 
commercial. "It was clear that the literal 
message was not apparent to them, but 
they certainly felt the emotional impact.” 

However, the board asked Sculley 
to sell-back the Super Bowl advertising 
time - one 60- and one 30-second pitch. 
Defiant, Chiat/Day only sold the shorter 
slot, so the 60-second ad screened after 
all. It worked. Within hours, Apple's 
switchboard was jammed by curious 
callers, newspapers, magazines and all 



years on 



three US TV networks and 50 local stations 
carried news items about the ad - it was a 
PR coup. 

Clow described negative reactions from 
competing advertising firms to the ad as 
"horseshit from people who didn't have 
the balls to produce something like 1984". 

It was the beginning of a brand 
philosophy that Apple still retains, Garfield 
said. "It broke all the rules; and the reaction 
has been unprecedented,” said Hayden. 

So Big Brother, the villain from Apple's 
"1984" Mac ad, represented IBM. right? 
According to the ad's creators, that's 
not exactly the case. The original concept 
was to show the fight for the control 
of computer technology as a struggle 
of the few against the many, says Clow. 
Apple wanted the Mac to symbolize 
empowerment, with the ad showcasing 
the Mac as a tool for combating 
conformity and asserting originality. 

And don't let Big Brother’s glasses fool 
you into thinking he represents Bill Gates, 
because back in 1984, Gates was just 
a humble software tycoon tinkering 
with MS-DOS (and two years away 
from making his first billion).

A pple's first retail store outside 
of the US - in Tokyo's Ginza 
shopping district - is open for 
business. The company will open a 
second store in Japan, in the country's 
second-largest city, Osaka, in the 
second half of next year. 

The five-floor Tokyo store includes 
dedicated Solution Centers for music, 
movies and photography; a Genius 
Bar, an 84-seat theatre for workshops, 
demonstrations and other events, 
an Internet cafe, and a Kids section 
with educational software and 
games.

The 
company released Windows Media 9 for OS X this month. 

However. Microsoft's attempt to establish market 
dominance in the digital-distribution industry has 
earned it yet more antitrust suits (see "EC slams 
Windows Media,” below). 

Rogers said: "All this stuff will work itself out over 
the next 12-18 months, and our job is to work things 
out to ensure we are there at the end. Apple UK 
recently reached a ground-breaking deal with Virgin 
that ensures iPods are available in its 165 music shops." 

But when Virgin launched its own music-download 
service it chose to use Windows Media 9, but does not 
support Macs. "We are discussing this,” Rogers said. 

Apple is optimistic about the Virgin retail deal, 
says Rogers, but recognizes consumers visit high-street 
electrical-good retailers - not music-shops - to buy audio 
products such as MP3 players. "Maybe we can change that. 
People don’t generally go to Virgin to buy such equipment, 
but they do buy their music there," he said. 

Rogers confirmed Apple is covering the electrical- 
retailers option, too: "iPods have been made available 
through Carphone Warehouse retail outlets, and in the 
top 30 Dixons stores, and we are in conversation about 
getting them into a further 270 Dixons stores. 

Apple may be a victim of its own success with the 
iPod, as reports suggest iPod demand is outstripping 
supply. "We’ll catch up on supplies." promised Rogers. 



'Innovation the key' 

Innovation remains Apple s defining approach to business, 
stressed chief financial officer Fred Anderson at a recent 
Lehman Brothers Semiconductor and Computer conference. 

Anderson claimed that Apple is emerging from the IT 
slump with new products for music fans, consumers and 
small business and is "enjoying accelerated growth” as a result. 

He said: “Many who experience buying songs from iTunes 
will go on to buy an iPod, and maybe a Mac when they buy a 
second or third computer for the home. 

"Apple is an innovator, and to maintain this status during 
the downturn we have maintained our R&D investment.” 

Investment Bank UBS said Apple was "uniquely positioned 
to show earnings improvements over the next two years”. 


Rogers confirmed Apple is seeing some slight recovery 
in its all-important creative markets: "Our creative 
users are entering an upgrade cycle, and slight recovery in 
the advertising market is giving confidence to the sector. 

"Apple believes the Power Mac G5, Mac OS X 10.3 
and the arrival of QuarkXPress 6.0 for OS X will stimulate 
professional sales." MW 


EC slams Windows Media

dominate the digital multimedia industry with its Windows 
Media product. 

RealNetworks has complained that by bundling Windows 
Media with its desktop dominant OS software offerings 
Microsoft is hindering other standards. 

In a private session before regulators, RealNetworks 
showed how Windows XP Embedded - an industrial-only 
stripped-down version of XP - can function as an OS without 
Windows Media. This challenges Microsoft's claim that 
removing that software would damage the way its OS works. 

"Windows XP Embedded is designed for single-purpose use. 
such as running ATMs," said Microsoft spokeswoman Tiffany 
Steckler. 


The European Commission told Microsoft in an official 
statement of objections in August that to restore fair 
competition among music and video players such as Media 
Player, Real One and QuickTime, Microsoft must either extract 
Media Player from the OS and sell it as a stand-alone product, 
or insert a rival player into Windows with its own. 

RealNetworks showed over 100 European competition 
regulators, opponents and Microsoft itself how easily Windows 
XP Embedded runs without the media player. It also showed 
how its own Real One Player worked on Windows XP 
Embedded. "It was a 'gotcha' moment," said one person 
who was present. 

Settlement talks between Microsoft and the EC are 
now underway. MW

Reality bites

seriously as explanations. And although they all claim 
to be simplified world-views, such analysis shows them to 
be indefensible overelaborations of realism. Real entities, 
on the other hand, behave in a complex and autonomous 
way - or as Dr Johnson once said, "If it kicks back, it exists". 

The only reason this column apparently exists at all this 
month is because one of our editors managed to find a 
relevant email buried in the quagmire of indefensible over¬ 
elaborations of realism which we fondly refer to as spam, 
and I managed to do likewise in order to squeeze in under 
the Illusion of a passing deadline. In order for this to happen 
I had to delete over 188 moronic missives offering me 
repetitive opportunities to buy cheap viagra, acquire a 
bigger penis, order loads of useless or tacky products and 
services from American companies that only operate within 
the continental US, or enjoy pictures or videos of women 
engaging in questionable activities with farm-yard animals 
and/or humorous root vegetables.

This is despite the fact 
that people walking in the streets breathe in at least the 
equivalent fumes of smoking 569 cigarettes a day and the 
simple fact that if you eat tike a disgusting pig and never get 
out of your ca r, you 13 proba biy end u p being an ugly fat fcuk. 
Here at home, those in the know want to stop smoking 
in pubs and other public places, and it's now an accepted 
fact'that using a mobile while driving is more dangerous 
than talking to a passenger, smoking a fag or eating or 
trying to cope with several screaming kids while driving. But 
maybe all that wifi be demonized and made a criminal 
offence shortly as well, let's face it - fact and politically 
correct fiction haven't just merged, they've been coercively 
remanufactured into ugly, twisted meta-dramas. And if 
we're not careful, the moon will fall out of the sky as well. 


We all do it. one way or another. For example, I haven't a 
clue whether or not Apple will actually buy Vivendi s 
Universal Music Croup.

regarded by many as an invitation to pirate music. 

On a positive note, the reinvention of Apple seems to be 
an organically evolving process and perhaps buying a record 
label could move Apple in a direction that maximizes its 
strengths. On a less-positive note, Apple still has less than 
three per cent of the global market. But like most of what 
passes for reality, it's all down to angles. And as new 
theories, rumours and explanations supercede old ones, 
predictions become important only for their crucial tests to 
enable us to discriminate between competing theories that 
have already passed the test of being good explanations. 

The on ly thing that seems to kick back here a re the facts 
that spam is an evil marketing-driven pain in the bum;

hallmark of all Apple's products is, now more than ever, 
careful attention to detail.

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I n its quest to make Mac OS X 
the platform of choice for software 
developers, Apple has released 
Xcode, a graphical integrated development 
environment (IDE) that ships with 
Panther's Developer Tools CD. 

ft must be installed separately with 
the familiar OS X package install routine, 
and needs to be on the same partition 
as the system files. Allhough Xcoda 
will install only on Panther, applications 
can be developed for previous versions 
of OSX. 

Developers will already be aware 
of OS X's existing IDE, Project Builder. 
Surprisingly, Project Builder remains 
despite the numerous usability and 
technical features that Xcode brings 
to the table. 

As with all IDEs, Xcode features tools 
designed to remove many of the repetitive 
tasks involved in writing applications 
One of the most apparent is Xcode's 
new project assistant that's launched 
when New Project is selected from the 
file menu. It lists all supported language 
types, including AppleScript, C and Java, 
as well as an empty project. The assistant 
comes in handy as it saves a lot of time 
by setting up the required files end build 
styles for the application type. 

Existing Protect Builder and 
CodeWarrlor projects are easily imparted 
into Xcode with the import assistant 
which retains the same project name. 

Xcode's interface consists of four main 
areas: the top panel, which includes the 
toolbar, search field and status bar: the 
Groups & Files section, which houses 
pre defined Smart Groups and project 
files; the detail view, where group and 
file information is shown; and the editor, 
which displays text. 

The aim of this interface style is to 
help coders gain quick access to the files 
in a project. This works well when using 
the assistant to begin a project; however, 
if a raw source-code Nia is opened with 
Xcode, the plain editor will launch on 
its own - which appears out of context. 

The Smart Groups pane makes 
navigating the multitude of files in a 
project easy. This is particularly useful for 
tracking down file versions or bookmarks. 

Xcode's native code editor is hidden 
by default and must be turned on with 
the Show Editor button on the toolbar 
Coders can jump between functions with 
the editor's built-in menu. This navigation 
menu can be set to show functions in 
alphabetical order. Of particular use is 
the editors support for dragging a text 
file from the Finder for it to be displayed. 

Unlike many IDEs that have tabs for 
displaying many source code files 
simultaneously, Xcode's editor streamlines

And although Xcode's preferences has 
a section dedicated to customizing its 
key bindings, keep the mouse handy, 
as a lot of navigation still relies on it. 

In addition to Xcode's usability features, 
the application includes a couple of tools 
to help decrease the amount of lime spent 
compiling code. Xcode's predictive compile 
feature - which isn't enabled by default 
- uses the GCC compiler to start compiling 
as you're editing your code. 

For further speed improvement, the 
Rendezvous-enabled Xcode can use more 
than one computer on a network to compile 
a job Another text editor for OS X, Hydra, 
uses Rendezvous for collaborative editing, 
so keep an eye out for additional 


applications of this technology by Xcode. 
Recognizing the fact that all developers 

- experienced or not - require some 
form of documentation, Apple has 
developed a documentation system 
for Xcode, Documentation is a blessing 
when you need to know the specifics of 

a function method; however, it's launched 
as a separate window and would be easier 
to navigate as part of the main interface. 
Nevertheless, being able to quickly 
search through the documentation 
is very helpful. 

Another tool that is separate to 
Xcode's main interface is Debug, the 
code debugger. Being based on the 
mature GfdU debugger. Debug performs as 
expected, but like Xcode's documental ion, 
hasn't been integrated into the main 
interface - it requires an additional 
window. 

Like all IDEs, Xcode will help you speed 
up application development, but it won't 
go very far with helping you learn how to 
code. Books and other reference materials 
are good places to start, as well as reading 
the cede from various open-source protects, 
A selection of open-source applications 
for OS X can be found at Fresh meats 
OS X section - hnpc//mMMnet,

M V love of Microsoft mice is no 

secret, The company might make 
diseased and dreadful operating 
systems, but its mice and keyboards are 
just spiffy. We looked at its latest offerings, 
in the shape of two mice and a keyboard. 

Ill start with the Wireless Optical 
Mouse 2.0 jWOM), which seems plain and 
simple. Mice have been around for as long 
as I have (since 1964, fact freaks} and you 
might be forgiven for thinking that mouse 
technology is mature and that there isn't 
much room for improvement. You would, 
however, be dead wrong; Microsoft has 
come up with some great new features. 

Tire first, which may or may not catch 
on, is the side-scrolling tilt-wheel. This 
works like a regular scroll wheel, but can 
tip from side to side as well. This enables 
scrolling sideways, which is great for big 
spreadsheets, Photoshop documents and all 
kinds of other stuff. It works well, but only 
up to a point The first hurdle is actually 
remembering to do it, which I'm getting 
used to after using it for a couple of 
weeks. This shouldn't be a big problem, 
but the next issue could be more serious. 
The actual action of tilting the 
wheel requires a firm grip on the mouse, 
This action could be problematic for 
RSI sufferers However sensible use 
(if it starts hurting, stop doing it) will 
eliminate the risk, I've been using it 
without problems, hut once you have 
RSI, sometimes even simple actions 
can cause problems. If you're prone 
to that kind of thing, sideways 
scrolling isn't for you 

Smooth operator 

Curiously, the big draw for me is not the 
sideways scrolling. The thing that had me 
running around the office, begging people 
to tFy my mouse was the scrolling action 
itself. It's smooth, It's smoother than 
smooth, Smooth scrolling technology; 

I can't believe it took almost forty 
years to happen 

The tilting wheel with silky smooth 
scrolling features on both mice. I'm 
currently using the Wireless Optical 
Microsoft Wireless Optical Mouse 2.0 not because it s the best one 
Desktop Elite Executive Edition necessarily, but because it s ambidextrous.

The software can 
arrange the keys so that they act in the 
same way as a Mac keyboard, but it r s still 
annoying to look at. 

Another minor irritant is the fact that 
wireless devices such as keyboards and 
mice need batteries. This doesn't bother me, 
but some people around the office refuse to 
work with something that runs out of power 
occasionally My wireless mouse at home 
can last three or four months on a set of 
batteries, but some people have reported 
much shorter times. My advice is that 
next lime you get to the checkout at 
the supermarket, grab a bumper pack of 
AAs and you won t have to worry about 
powering your mouse for a year or two.

The luscious keyboards and mice are very 
desirable, but they don't come cheap. The 
MWUDEEE is £119 including VAT, which 
is a high price to pay - but consider how 
much you use your keyboard and mouse. 

1 reckon I spend close to 3 thousand hours 
per year at my computers, so why not spend 
that time in luxury? I'm noi sure I would 
go for the most expensive model but the

Apple iSighT 


A pple's iChat AV software has 

made videoconferencing as easy 
as plugging in a cable and turning 
on your smile To make chatting even easier, 
Apple released its own camera, the iSight, 
to work with iChat AV. But the iSight is the 
new kid on the block; FireWire Web cams 
have been around for a coupie of years. 

So we wondered how the iSight would 
stack up against established products, 
notably Orange Micro's iBot Standard, 

ADS Technologies' Pyro 1394 
WebCam, and U nib rain's Fire-i. 

We tested the cameras 
with an BDOMHz iBook, a 
1 GHz Titanium PowerBook G4 
and a dual-processor 533MHz 
Power Mac G4, with DSL, cable 
modem, T1, and AirPort (B02.T1b) 
connections We also evaluated 
performance under a variety of conditions. 
All of these cameras have video rates as 
high as 30 frames per second, capture video 
to applications such as QuickTime 
Broadcaster, and work out-cf-the-boa 
with iChat AV The iSight outperformed 
the others in nearly every situation, 
but all the cameras performed well. 


Smooth operators 

Mone of the cameras' output comes 
close to OV-camcorder quality. But thanks 
to FireWire's much faster data-transfer 
rate, all of ihem produce smooth video 
far superior to the jerky USB and serial 
video of Web cams from a few years ago. 
The [Sight's overall picture quality was

noticeably better than that of the other 
cameras. It almost always provided a sharp, 
crisply defined image and did the best job 
with movement and backlighting. The Pyro 
slightly edged out the iBot in image quality, 
but the two were closely matched. Tbe 
Fire-i had the lowest overall picture quality, 
but it made up for this in other areas 

The iSight also had the best colour 
of the bunch, followed closely by the 
Pyro and then the iBot. All three of these 
cameras performed tremendously well 
in our informal colour tests However, one 
of our testers, a film and video editor who 
uses iChat AV to connect to remote sets, 
noted that the iSight gave him the best 
sense of what a final shot would look like. 

The iSight is the only camera with an 
autofocus feature, which is both good and 
bad. Wo liked the auto focus for its ability 
to focus on specific items, follow a moving 
object, and quickly change from an extreme 
close'up to a regular shot - particularly 
handy if you want to display a document 
during a chat But it sometimes focused 
on the wrong area, such as the background 
when another person entered the shot 
from behind. 

The other three cameras rely on 
manual focus, so users must twist the 
lens to change the focal length. Of these, 
the Pyro had the best quality at an infinite 
setting, while the iBot produced the best 
close-ups 

The only scenario where the iSight 
wasn't the top performer was In low light 
In fact, the [Sight's picture was noticeably 
dimmer than that of the other cameras. 
None of the cameras were exceptional 
in the dark, buI the Fire-i was the best 
performer here. 

Sound it out 

When you're videoconferencing, it's easy 
to get caught up in seeing someone else 
on your computer, so you may forget that 
without audio, video is pretty useless. For 
the most part, Web cams have neglected 
sound Tlie focus has always been on the 
picture. Although the built-in microphones 
on many Macs will work for this task, 
the iSight's built-in microphone was an 
unexpected - and very pleasant - surprise. 

A Web cam s microphone should 
be a tremendous decision-making factor

for people whose systems lack a buift-in 
mic or mic input (for example, owners 
of the G4 Cube). Bath of those 
configurations leave you tethered to your 
desk by a microphone cable - one with 
a minijack or USB connection - while the 
iSight gives you the freedom to move about. 

The iSight's built-in microphone was 
dramatically different from any other in 
terms of sound quality, and it proved to 
be one of the camera's best features. In 
situations with ambient background noise, 
such as an industrial setting or a room with 
background TV noise, the iSight's mic cut 
down on those noises more than any other 
microphone setup. Although the mic works 
best when you're seated directly in front 
of it we found that it outperformed the 
Macs built-in unit even when we were 
moving around.

T he extendAIR Direct antenna takes 
advantage of Apples Extreme Base 
Station s Antenna port to extend 
the range of your AirPort network, Dr Botl 
claims that the £119 extendAIR Direct 
boosts the usable AirPort-enabled area 
to approximately 150 meters Inside a 7D° 
unidirectional ''beam" of coverage. Our 
testing revealed this range to be reachable 
only under ideal conditions, but we found 
that the extendAIR Direct did improve 
signal strength at closer range. 

The extendAIR Direct plugs directly 
into the antenna port on the high-end 
AirPori Extreme Base Station, and requires 
only a restart of the Base Station to 
be configured. The antenna is mounted 
on an adjustable base that can be either 
wall- or desk-mounted up to two metres 
from the Base Station, 

Additionally, Apple's new Power 
Mac G5 features an antenna ports that 
works with extendAIR, offering G5 users 
an alternative should the G5's antenna be 
insufficient for their AirPort Extreme needs. 
Perhaps due to the fickle nature of 
radio waves, we were only able to achieve 
Dr Ron's claim of a 150m range in an 
outdoor environment with no obstructions 
between the extendAIR Direct and our 
target computer. Radio waves are scattered 
or deflected as they pass through solid 



objects, and the denser or higher in water 
content the object is, the weaker the signal 
on the other side, In a more reap world 
setting indoors, the antenna improved signal 
strength 25 to 50 per cent depending on 
distance - and more importantly the type 
of obstacle - between our test machines 
and the extendAIR,

we were able to achieve stronger signals 
and faster connections to our AirPort 
network But don't expect to simply plug 
in the antenna, set it on a shelf, and get 
dramatically improved AirPort coverage.

The IBot Standard comes In another 
edition, the iBot Pro (not tested here), which 
comes with a USB microphone headset, 

The shape of things 

In terms of aesthetics, the ISight is another 
industrial-design triumph from Apple, 
ft matches PowerBooks and the new 
35, and it happened to complement 
an aluminium trash can and paper-clip 
holder at our offices. 

The iSighi comes with three different 
stands, and it works equally well on 
a notebook, a flat-panel display, a CRT 
monitor, and an eMac. No matter which 
system you mount your iSighi on, it will 
always point directly at eye level. This may 
seem trivial, but having the camera directly 
in your line of sight makes for a radically 
improved videoconferencing environment, 
as the face-to-face experience more 
accurately mimics natural conversation. 
Finally, the iSight's base rotates, for 
adjusting the camera's angle without 
unseating it. 

Videoconferencing is often a mobile 
affair for far-flung travellers who use it to 
link up with distant home offices or loved 


ones. So having a compact and safe way to 
carry your Web cam is important The iSight 
comes with a snug-fitting, hard-plastic case 
tor travel, and the whole lot fits neatly into 
the mobile-phone pouch in a laptop case. 

Likewise, the minuscule Fine-i travels 
well - it fit into the same side pouch as 
a mouse Conversely, the Pyro and iBot 
are rather top-heavy and Dddly shaped, 
and neiiher fits well in laptop cases or 
comes with a protective carrying case. 

The only other camera that comes 
with a mount designed for laptops is 
the Fire-i, which has a clip that can attach 
it to an iBook or PowerBook. The other 
cameras sit only at desk height, which 
may give your iChatting friends a good 
view up your nose. Meanwhile, the Fire-i s 
clip was clumsy when it wasn't attached 
to anything, and the Web cam was prone 
to falling over when the FireWire cable 
was jostled. 

But the Rre-t has another FireWire 
port built into the camera - a boon 
for iBook users and anyone who has 
multiple devices to connect to a machine 
that has only one FireWire port. 

Included software 

All of these cameras work with iChat AV 
If that's all you want it for, you don't need 
to install anything else. But if you want to 
do a Webcast or to videoconference with 
a Windows user, you need additional tools. 


The Pyro has the best software 
selection of The hunch, with IS PD, 
a videoconferencing application that 
you can use to chat with Windows 
users; BTV. a great little video-capturing 
and ‘editing application; and Gculus. 
iVisil, ImageCaster, and PhotoShow - 
software for Web cams, videoconferencing. 
Webcasting, and slide shows, respectively. 
The Web-cam software is a nice addition; 
you don't get this capability with the iSight. 

iVisit is great videoconferencing 
software for users of older systems that 
don't support iCbat AV. The Fire-i has a 
nice software bundle, with ISPQ and BTV. 
The iBot Standard also has a good selection 
of software for older versions of Mac OS, 
but it offers little for OS X, and it comes 
with only a trial version of BTV, (The iBot 
Pro comes with a software selection similar 
to that of the Pyro.) The iSight is the only 
camera that doesn't come with additional 
software. 

Macworld's buying advice 

In terms o! overall quality, none of these 
cameras can touch the iSight, thanks 
to its excellent picture and sound 
capabilities and its industrial design, in 
terms of value, the Pyro s price, software 
bundle, and picture quality make it the 
best budget-conscious alternative. That 
said, all of these cameras are acceptable,

LCD screens are by their nature 
digital, while CRT screens are analogue. 
Because older computers have only an 
analogue connection, the first LCDs had 
to decode the analogue signals coming 
from the Mac and turn them back into 
digital information This digital-to-analogue- 
and-back-to-digital process means that 
the resulting image needs to be adjusted 
to get the best results. Digital output 
fed into LCD screens with digital inputs 
need no adjustments. 

Having an analogue connection 
means that this monitor needs adjustment, 
but there's an auto-adjust feature that 
makes it easy for the user. Once the 



adjustment is done, the results 
should be on par with a digital 
model. 

Despite having the auto- 
adjust feature, the monitor 
doesn't have a control for it on 
the front - so you need to go 
through some menus. If you 
can cope with that, then this 
screen is a bargain. 

The resolution is 1,280-x- 
T024 pixels and the visible 
screen area is 19 inches 
across the diagonal. This 
will compare favourably 
with a 21-inch CRT and the 
results from LCD screens are 
always sharper than CRTs 

The colour and contrast 
also need adjusting, which 
you wouldn't expect from 
more-expensive models, but 
once done it shouldn't need much 
more adjustment in the future. So 
while the initial setup is fiddly, you 
only have to do it once, 

The screen belies its bargain basement 
price. It s available in three colours - black, 
beige and silver - and the prices correspond 
to the colours. The beige model is the 
cheapest land ugliest] at £469, black is 
£479, and silver £492, It does seem a bit 
much to charge extra for the black and 


silver models, bui presumably, CTX 
is working on low margins and every 
penny counts,

A new concept in scanners:

S canners are a mature technology 
They're boring, and they clutter up 
your desk. They sit on desks and get 
things piled on top of them until they're 
forgotten. That's how most people view 
them. Die new Scanjet 4670 will change 
all that. It's great to look at, and easy 
to store, in fact, most observers probably 
won't even know it's a scanner 

The new design turns conventional 
scanning on its head by ditching the 
scanning bed altogether There is a 
stand included, but the scanner Itself 
is just like a clear glass picture frame, 

Die scanning head is sandwiched 
between the glass panes and it can be 
held over things that might have been 
awkward to get to the scanner bed. 

Instead, you take the scanner to the 
object. 

The stand it sits in has two purposes: 
to store the scanner and to hold papers 
that are going to be scanned. While you 
aren't scanning, artwork can put in the 
stand and displayed as if the scanner 
were a picture frame 

Before you start thinking that 
the scanner is just a novelty item 
- all gimmicks and no power - it's a 
very capable 2,400dpi scanner. It s just 
a fortunate offshoot of the design that 
you can scan your cat with it. 



The software supplied 
ties in with the buttons on the 
side so you can scan to various 
applications directly. It's all 
Mac DS X-ready, which is 
commendable, but I still 
find it a bit clunky.

The 
new battleground of consumer 
photography is in the 3- and 4-megapixel 
space, and it's here that you should look 
if you want to find the most tempting 
balance of features, performance and price 
We decided to look at three 
representatives from the value-for-money' 
end of this blossoming market; the 
3.2-megapixel Olympus Mju 300. which 
was launched earlier In 2003; Ricoh's 
3.2-megapixel Caplio G4; end Konicas 
4-mega pixel KO-420Z, both launched 
late this summer 

They cost between £200 and £250 
(including VAT), which sounds cheap by 
digital-camera standards But with cheaper 
4-megapixel models bearing down on 
them, don't be surprised if the 3-megapixel 
cameras reviewed here cost nearer to 
£150 by next summer. 

The Ricoh Caplio G4s main claim to 
fame is supposed to be its fast 0.14 shutter 
response - but that's only one element ct a 
camera's performance. It turns on at about 
the same speed as many cameras - around 
three seconds (Ricoh claims 1.8 seconds) 

- and takes a geriatric six seconds tc save 
shots to memory. Flash cycle time about 
four seconds - about the same as the 
Olympus and Konica, 

The cameras real strength is its tens. 

It features an astounding macro feature 
that lets you get sharp pictures down to 
about 1cm, something no other compact 
comes close to rivalling. The basic G4 comes 
with a 3x zoom (35-114mm) and there's 
also a groundbreaking 28-85mm wide-angle 
option - the G4 'Wide' - ideal for landscape 
photography enthusiasts or those seeking 
enhanced depth of field 

The camera comes with 8MB of 
memory, leaving you with an empty SD-card 
slot to till if you want to take more than 
five images at highest resolution. Buying a 
set of rechargeable AA batteries is essential 
as you only get puny atkaiines in the box. 

Sensibly, Ricoh puts exposure 
compensation on a dedicated button 
rather than buried away in a menu 
- a useful feature, as the camera's metering 
is sometimes wayward in bright or high- 
contrast conditions. Other general niggles 
include the rather unflattering plastic 
bodywork and a distractingly noisy zoom.

The G4 is an eccentric mixture of the 
inspiring and llie flawed, if you want point- 
and-shoot, it'll do a good job.

The caveat is that the Mju won't exactly 
unleash a creative tidal wave. There's an 
enduring myth that timeless pictures can 
be taken on ten-bob Box Brownies, but 
for the vast majority of mortals, technology 
still counts You need control for a start, 
and the Mju doesn't give you much of that. 

You can choose from a number of basic 
exposure settings, and can vary metering 
to spot or evaluative. That's about it. 

No ISO film setting {It automatically selects 
from 80 to 320) no manual exposure mode 
of any description, and a lens that stops 
from f3J to f5.2. Setting white balance 
means choosing one of four presets 
You do get a 3x optical zoom 
(38-105mm equivalent], a bright LCD display 
and a rechargeable, long-lasting Lithium-Ion 
battery (and charger}. Cycle time between 
shots at top resolution is brisk, and the 
camera is responsive enough 
lo at least remind you 
of an analogue camera. 

Konica's Rovio KD 
42DZ is the smallest and 
neatest of the cameras 
looked at here, a compact, 
well-made little box clad 
in tough-looking steel.

M achFive claims to be the first 
universal software sampler, 
as it supports every major audio 
platform on both Mac and Windows (MAS, 
VST, Audio Units, HTDM, RTAS and DXi). 

The idea is that you can effortlessly 
move from one platform to another 
- or collaborate with colleagues 
who use different audio software 
MachFive is 16-part multitimbral, so 
one insertion may be needed - with up 
to 16 MIDI tracks in the sequencer playing 
back the different parts. You can set a 
different output for each part into the mixer 
when using Digital Performer as the host, 
so effects can be added and levels balanced 
between parts using different mixer 
channels. Cubase, Nuendo and Logic for 
Mac OS 9 provide eight outputs. Logic for 
OS X and Pro Tools provide only two - so 
the sounds from all the parts are mixed 
together into stereo. You can add effects 
and balance sounds within the plug-in, 
but if separate outputs are needed, it means 
using separate instances of the plug-in. 

MachFive is much more than a sampler; 
it's more like a top-flight synthesizer with 
sophisticated filters, envelope controls, 

LFOs and modulation options. Editing and 
performance parameters are presented in a 
single window, and samples can be dragged 
directly from the desktop or host tool to 
MachFive s keyboard to create key groups. 
MachFive s waveform editor can truncate, 
normalize, fade and otherwise manipulate 


samples in the central display area. 

The effects section lets users add effects 
to each multitimbral part, as well as up 
to four global aux effects and four master 
effects- choosing from the dozens available. 

MachFive comes in six-, four- and 
two-channel versions, and accepts samples 
in all formats from mono to 5.1. There's 
plenty of polyphony - up to 128 notes with 
the fastest CPUs - and you can set the 
polyphony for each part. MachFive supports 
24-bit audio at up to 192KHz, and high- 
resolution samples can be used at lower 


sample rates- so go ahead and sample at 
96 or 192KHz. A key feature is support for 
GigaSampler and all other major formats.

W andering the aisles Dixons 
lately, you may have noticed 
that the flat-pa net TV section 
is almost as big as the old CRT section. 

If, like me r you don't have the cash for 
a flat-panel TV but already use an LCD 
with a Mac, Migiia has a prefect solution. 
Using the Alchemy TV card, it's possible 
lo watch TV on your Mac, 

The ability to have a TV tuner on my 
Mac isn't one of those things that I've been 
champing at the bit for - but watching TV 
is only part of the allure of the Alchemy TV 
card. There are lots of practical uses for it. 

The way it works is straightforward 
You install the card in an empty PCI slot, 
so you'll need a Power Mac. It has six 
connectors: RF-in, radio, composite video, 
audio-in, S-VHS-in and audio-out. The 
first two are where you plug in your 
aerials, which you'll need to do to get 
a picture or listen to the radio. The rest 
(with the exception of the audio-out} are 
for connecting analogue video sources such 
as VCRs, camcorders or games consoles. 

The software is basic - a TV tuner 
that can record to hard disk. But it can 



he enhanced if you buy the Keyspan 
remote control. That way, you can 
sit on the sofa and channel-hop, 
just like on a real TV. 

That covers the 
TV thing-you can 
watch it in a 
window or full 
screen. Bu! there 
are more practical 
things you can do with it 
from a creative perspective. 

A major bonus is the ability to plug in a 
VCR and record your tapes to a digital 
format. That means you can get your old 
fading wedding video on to OVD, which 
could be worth the price in itself. You can 
also record TV, which might be good if 
there's something you want to keep in a 
less fragile format than VH5, So if you re 
appearing on Stars in Their Eyes, it might be 
a good investment jif you want to remember 
it, that is). Recording radio to MP3 is also 
a possibility, though I'm struggling to find 
a reason to do that. 

There's a piece of third-party software 
available that lets you use an analogue 


video camera and the AlchemyTV card 
wilh iChat, Perhaps not a reason to buy 
the card atone, but with the other benefits, 
it all starts to look tike a good buy.

The AlchemyTV card is a versatile piece of 
kit; most people will find at least a couple 
of uses for it - and its an appealing add-on 
for a desktop Mac.

R eading about data backup might 
be as interesting as watching paint 
dry, but actually doing backup 
is as much fun as listening to that paint 
as it dries.

The Dante answer is to make 
preparing backups as quick and painless 
as possible, and to streamline the actual 
backup process so it runs without 
intervention - even unattended. 

Retrospect Backup 5.1 is a minor 
upgrade to the Mac platform's best-selling 
backup utility software. It lets users indicate 
multiple sources and multiple locations per 


source per backup, and arrange as many 
different concurrent backup sets as you 
wish. Backups can be complEtE - even 
a direct voIume-to-volume copy - or 
progressive with date synching. Best of 
all, the utility supports network and even 
Internet-based client computers, so you 
can conduct Retrospect routines on a 
Mac that backup data bom a variety of 
connected devices, including Windows 
and Red Hat Linux machines. 

The product is sold in three packages: 
Desktop (for backing up your Mac and 
two other connected client computers). 
Workgroup (20 clients] and Server [IDO 
clients). However, the core Retrospect 
Backup program itself is the same, letting 
you add extra clients as they're needed. 

New in version 5,1 is extended support 
for more CD end recordable-DVD drives, 

Aiso new is Ihe installation CD which 
doubles as a Mac OS X boot and restore 
disc, saving you the not inconsiderable 
trouble of writing your own. Unfortunately 
for Mac OS 9 users, there's no Classic boot 
mode on the CD, but virtually all G3 Macs 
should be able to start up in Mac OS X 
from that CD in order to run the restore 
sequence, Dur tests confirm that Retrospect 
restores are reliable and thankfully 
uncomplicated to conduct. The program 
does what it you expect of it, and does 
it extremely well. 

The only problem is that the old 
Retrospect interface needs a makeover 
if it wants to look friendly on-screen to 
beginners and backup-phobes. Setting up 
new backup routines or configuring existing 
ones tends to spill out into lots of small 




windows, and it's easy to forget where you 
are or how you got there. It isn't possible 
to browse a Mac and network clients using 
the standard Mac OS X File Open dialogs 
- users are forced to dance back and forth 
between multiple windows by clicking 
on mysterious 'Subvolume' and 'Define” 
buttons.

O ver recent years the 30 landscape 
has changed considerably on the 
Mac platform. The 2001 release 
of 3D heavyweight Maya, followed by 
a radical price reduction of that software 
a year later finally gave Mac users the 
opportunity to get their hands on some 
serious 3D firepower. Maya's long-awaited 
debut also had a knock-on effect for other 
3D program developers, who, as well 
as lowering their prices, were forced 
to bring their own software up to speed. 

Things have never been healthier in 
the 3D world for Mac-based designers. 
There's now a wealth of 3D programs 
available for the Mac, offering an impressive 
range of high-end features at prices that 
won't break the bank - leaving Carrara 
Studio 3.0 in a strong position. 

Now into its third incarnation. Carrara 
Studio is a powerful 3D program that boasts 
advanced modelling capabilities, intuitive 
animation with built-in physics 
engine and a selection of 
rendering engines that put 
many more-expensive packages 
to shame. Those with long 
memories will recognize some 
of Carrara Studio's features. 

Its room-based metaphor, 
for example, is directly ported 
from Ray Dream Designer, 
a mainstay of the Macintosh 
3D platform throughout the 
1990s. The program’s particle 
systems and overall ease of use bear 
more than a passing resemblance to 
Infini-D, Ray Dream s main rival during 
that decade. The best features of these 
two popular old-timers form the backbone 
of Carrara Studio 3.0. But. inevitably, 
it's the program's interface that provokes 
the most comment. 

Carrara Studio’s interface is the 
Marmite of the 3D world. If you’re Poser 
or Bryce 3D user, you'll feel at home with 
Carrara. But if you're new to 3D modelling 
you may find the program's unique organic 
look - inherited from Carrara's previous

distraction. This is a pity because Carrara 
Studio is aimed squarely at the 3D novice 
who wishes to learn the trade without 
having to clamber up too many steep 
learning curves. 

There are plenty of alternatives to 
Carrara Studio out there. But what sets 
this program apart from the rest is its 
ability to have you up and running in a short 
time. Even without any prior 3D skills, the 
user is able to quickly chum out 3D logos, 
landscapes and packaging designs like 
a pro. This is made possible by Carrara’s 
extensive range of screen wizards, which 
automatically set up fully lit 3D scenes 
that can be easily customized Screen 
wizards are just one of some 400 new 
features that the program's developer, 

Eovia. claims to have introduced to 
Carrara Studio 3.0. 

Rooms for improvement 

Upon launch, Carrara Studio is split into 
five 'rooms', each dealing with a separate 
aspect of the 3D design process. The Model 
room lets users manipulate primitives, 
splines, metaballs and vertex objects; 
the Texture room lets you create multiple 
layered textures for models; the Storyboard 
room is for previewing and tweaking 
individual keyframes to build up complex 
animations in a manner once again very 
reminiscent of Infini-D; while the Assemble 
room lets you arrange, position and light 
models. 

There's a lot of raw power in Carrara 
Studio. And if you can get used to the 
interface, you can achieve results that 
rival more expensive packages such 
as Cinema 4D and LightWave. 

Carrara's rendering capabilities are 
not to be scoffed at, either. In addition 
to traditional Phong and Gourad draft 
output modes, the program’s raytracing 


engine has been upgraded to include 
true soft shadows, HRDI, alpha-channel 
rendering and improved support for global 
illumination. These are high-end features 
at a low-end price that result in images 
almost indistinguishable from photographs 
- something you would have had to 
pay an arm and a leg for not so long ago. 

Eovia has obviously been busy since 
the last upgrade to Carrara less than a year 
ago. Among other notable improvements 
and additions to Carrara are a Tessellation 
tool, a Crease tool and a Dynamic Extrusion 
tool in the modelling toolset; a new UV 
editor for complex texture mapping; a tree 
editor which, although a little RAM hungry, 
creates realistic-looking plants, and several 
new non-realistic rendering modes that 
can output images as paintings or cartoons. 

As is traditional with new upgrades 
to Carrara, the program comes with a few 
bugs. In complex models, there's significant 
system slowdown, as well as redraw 
problems in some of the menus in the 
Model room. But this is just nit-picking 
really, because Eovia is to be congratulated 
for producing a piece of 3D software that's 
edging ever closer to the big boys. No bones 
about it (although the program does, of 
course, include bones), this significant 
upgrade is well worth the £372 price tag. 

Macworld's buying advice 

Carrara Studio 3.0 is an excellent way to 
enter the 3D design world. It has hidden 
depths, ideal for the novice who needs 
to be led by the hand through techniques 
that are just plain scary in other 3D 
packages. Moreover, Carrara Studio is fun 
to use - a quality often overlooked by rival 
developers. I like this program a lot. And 
I’m pleased that Eovia has chosen to keep 
alive the quirky ethos of Kai Krause - the 
man who back in the early 1990s gave us 
the ground-breaking Kai’s Power Tools.

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L aserSoft imaging has won great 
acclaim for its excellent scanning 
software, SiiverFast Ai, which 
is pretty much the industry standard 
when it comes to optimizing scan quality. 

With SiiverFast DC Pro, the company 
has turned its attention to digital cameras, 
offering a means for photographers 
to edit flAW-format files. 

RAW files are essentially digital 
negatives, because they are what the digital 
camera's CCD (Charge-Coupled Device! sees 
without any processing, When shooting in 
anything other than RAW (JPG or TIFF, for 
example! it's the camera that determines 
white balance, among other settings. 

One thing about DC Pro that I disliked 
intensely is that it looks and feefs hurried. 
Essentially LaserSofl Imaging has taken its 
excellent SiiverFast Ai 6 and bolted DC Pro 
onto it Not only is DC Pro cluttered with 
SiiverFast Ai 6 scanning functionality that 
has simply been disabled, but the manual 
isn't a DC Pro guide at all: it's an in-depth 
walk-through of SiiverFast: finding DC Pro 
content involves an insane degree of index- 
trawling, and for a good time 1 thought 
that the company had put the wrong 
manual in the box. 

One of DC Pro's key features is Virtual 
Light Table (VLT!. This provides the user 
with the means of viewing, organizing and 
managing digital assets in albums. VLT also 
provides image-correction tools, such as 
redeye removal, colour correction, and 
exposure adjustment. It is, essentially, 
a reworking of Photoshop's File Browser. 

While VLT is undeniably useful, it's 
inferior in some cases to File Browser 
For example, files are searchable by name 
only, whereas in File Browser files can be

searched by resolution, creation dam, file 
type, copyright and even colour profile. 

Although DC Pro includes an IT8 colour 
target, this seems to be another Ai 6 legacy. 
Profiling a scanner with a colour target 
makes real sense, but most professional 
photographers would agree that doing so 
with digital cameras is a real headache, 
as you can't meaningfully create a single 
profile for a camera. At best, you could 
use the supplied targets to build a series 
of profiles for typical shooting conditions. 
However, given DC Pro's feeble white- 
balance controls, I'm not sure what 
the point of this would be. 


However, at €299, SiiverFast DC Pro is 
far from frivolously priced, and Photoshop 
affieianados have little reason to buy 
it: those using Photoshop 7 can buy the 
excellent £78 Camera Raw plug-in, or 
spend £125 on upgrading to Photoshop 
CS, which offers Camera Raw built-in, as 
well as piles of other photography features 
(not least of which is photo-stitching.!

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Yes, they may look beautiful, But 
Cinema Displays are triumphs of design 
over content: of aesthetics over practicality. 
Why so? Because unlike virtually every 
other LCD screen out there, Ive s one-height 
displays aren'i adjustable, meaning that 
if this one height doesn't suit your working 
conditions - and you end up in a neck 
brace, or suffering from RSI - then tough. 

I found this out the hard way. Moments 
after unpacking my workplace 20-inch 
Cinema Display I found myself looking 
tor a way to raise it, because it was far 
too low relative to my optimum chair height, 
and meant my viewing position was like 
that mirror-pose people do when checking 
how big their double chin has grown. 

I was aghast, because I could tell 
that this £1,049 monitor would end up 
crippling me. My first solution was crude: 
lifting the screen by sitting it on three 
shrink-wrapped bundles of old Macworlds. 

But then one of my colleagues 
discovered a product called Cinema Lift 
- a hydraulic metal arm that suspends 


the Cinema Display above the desk. 

It's adjustable through 35G degrees, 
and offers a screen-tilt of 200 degrees 
- and the arm can be either clamped 
on a desk or wall-mounted Both types 
of bracket ship in the box.

The Cinema Lift looks undeniably cool 
end it has undoubtedly saved me Irom the 
dutches of a chiropractor. I have nothing 
but praise, both for it and its makers. 

However, had it been me instead of 
my work that had bought a 20-inch Cinema 
Display, Fd've been incandescent with rage. 
Why should anyone who's forked-out over 
a grand on a monitor be expected to find 
a further £175 because it's ilbdesigned? 

Cinema Display owners who are 
suffering back spasms should buy a 
CirtemaLift, or at least find a pile of 
old magazines.

S ometimes documents arrive in 
the wrong format. If it's a Word 
document and you don't have Word, 
then it isn't such a big deal, but if it's a 
fax or printout, then you're in real trouble. 

It can be frustrating in our email-based 
world to have to re type documents to get 
them into a useable format. The answer 
to that particular problem is OCR - and 
in particular, Readiris Pro 9. 

OCR has been around for a long time. 

In fact, years ago whole machines were 
built just to scan and process typed (on 
a typewriter] documents. In those days, 
when the average PC or Mac had less 
than a megabyte of RAM, desktop OCR 
was barely thought of Now you can pick 
up a scanner for under £50. and be 
scanning documents into text with ease. 

When you have Readiris installed, you 
may need to reinstall your scanner drivers 
so that the plug-ins are available to the 
application. Any TWAIN or Photoshop plug¬ 
in can hook into Readiris, so any scanner 
should be compatible. Once the software 
Tis able to see the scanner, the user tells 
it how to deal with the scanned documents. 
Text files can be produced as .txt r rtf, html 
or .pdf files. The application will then trigger 
your choice of reader to open the document. 

In practice, we tested Readiris Pro 
with a number of increasingly difficult 
documents, starting with simple text pages 
in the same font, to mixed media pages 
with different fonts, images and columns 
The initial tests were passed with 
flying colours. Accuracy was excellent 
only faltering when confronted with 




The process 

Readiris automatically orientates the image correctly, recognizes columns and graphics, 
and converts them to text 


scribbles or smudges Just as impressive 
was the speed - pages were processed 
m seconds - a far cry from when 1 last 
looked at OCR software. 

Simpler pages were processed in 
automatic mode, leaving all the judgements 
and adjustments to the software. When we 
moved to more-challenging pages, Readiris 
was able for the most part to recreate the 
pages in rtf format. The recreated pages 
weren't identical to the originals, but this 
is more of a limitation of the format than 
the OCR software, It was slightly better 
when output was set to HTML or PDF, but 
these formats are less suitable for editing. 

Readiris uses four loots to recreate 
pages. It also emboldens and italicizes 
to match the original page. Four fonts 
may not seem like many, but it’s enough 
to have two serif and two sans-serif fonts. 
This helps recreate pages without adding 
dozens of fonts, and gets close enough. 
Occasionally you may find a sans serif font 
in a serif paragraph, or point sizes changing 
in a sentence, so some tweaking may 
be required when recreating pages. 

But compared to the challenge of 
laying out a whole page and typing 
it in, Readiris Pro is a lifesaver. 

Readiris does ether clever things 
that you may not notice at all. For example, 
older OCR packages were easily baffled by 
slightly slanting text. This is automatically 
taken care of by Readiris when the 
de skewing feature is turned on. Similarly 
there is a de-speckle option for dealing 
with grainy originals. Possibly the best 
timesaver is the automatic orientation 
detection. Usually when you put a sheet on 
a scanner, it isn't obvious which way up it 
should be. Upside-down pages usually come 
out as gohhled&gook with OCR packages, 
but orientation detection takes care of that 

If the results you get aren t quite what 


you re after, it's simple to go back and 
tweak things to get better results. One thing 
we found was a tendency to read some 
small images Dr icons as letters. This results 
in garbled text in the document, so it’s 
better to go back to Readiris and tell it that 
the element is a image rather than text. It 
means the process Isn't entirely automatic, 
but it gets results that are much more 
useable, so saving time in ibe long run, 
Readiris Pro boasts excellent language 
support, but unfortunately support for 
Unicode in OS X differs from OS 9. While 
the operating system supports Unicode, 
it relies on individual applications to 
implement it. In OS 9 Unicode was handled 
by the operating system, so languages 
worked well. Language support is now 
much more patchy, and for The purposes 
of OCR only Latin alphabet languages 
work properly in OS X The boffins at Iris 
tell me that although Readiris can recognize 
104 languages, there are system issues that 
complicate getting the languages out again 
in OS X. If you want multilingual support, 
you may have to use Readiris in OS 9. 

Macworld's buying advice 

It you habitually re-type documents then 
OCR is a must - and the latest Readiris Pro 
is about as good as you'll find, I can t say 
that it's perfect on all documents; nothing 
is. But on simple documents it rarely falters. 
It's only on more-complex documents that 
results are less acceptable. A little care 
and attention will keep even the busiest 
documents close to perfect 

It's a shame that the language 
support isn’t as all encompassing as 
on the Windows version, but it isn't 
down to any failure on the part of Iris. 

As long as foreign languages use a Latin 
alphabet, there should bo no problem,

Bats and spiders worked well so why not 
that other fierce creature of the wild. Yes 
the majestic wolverine, well not exactly 
majestic, more like a weasel on steroids. 

If you aren't familiar with the gufo goto, 
tD give it its Latin moniker, it's a member 
of the weasel family, and looks quite cuddly, 
However, it's a carnivore with a badass 
reputation, and weighs up to 501 bs, which 
is about the weight of a G5. So if you can 
imagine being savaged by a G5-sized 
weasel, you'll know to avoid the buggers in 
the unlikely event you ever come across one. 

Tfoe game begins with Mr Wolverine 
being paraded in front of evil boffins 
just after his transformation is complete. 
Remarking on the marvel they have created, 
barely human; practically indestructible, they 
accidentally left the mike on in the viewing 
room. On hearing the less than flattering 
comments. Wolverine gets a bit cheesed 
off and vows to come and get them. The rest 
is simple to figure out, but still fun to play. 

The controls are rather fussy - the 
camera tracks your movements and your 
direction is in relation to it. So rather than 
being in a fixed position behind you, you 
point the camera, and running forward 
means you run directly away from the 
cameras position. This isn’t so bad, but 
when you run backwards, you run towards 


[he camera - so you don't know where 
you're going. You get used to it after a bit, 
but it does make movements in tight corners 
awkward because the camera won’t let 
you turn in tight spots, If you can get 
over that irritant, you'll enjoy the game. 

Apart from his knuckle blades. 

Wolverine has special Wolverine senses. 

The game is designed so that you use these 
a lot, and it adds an interesting twist. With 
the special-senses button held, your sense 
of smell and vision is heightened. Df course 
representing smeil in a computer game must 
have been a challenge, but It's handled well. 
Particularly bad (or pungent) enemies have 
a kind of luminous Bisto-kid effect with 
clouds of green smell visible. It’s sensible 
to check your Wolverine senses before 
turning any corners, because you will often 
see the whiff of danger hanging in the air. 


Even superheroes get damaged in their 
fights, but Wolverine regenerates his energy 
after a short rest. There are also power-ups 
around when big baddies show up (which 
they do with alarming regularity}, and almost 
act as an early warning that something is 
going to go down. Retracting those blades 
will speed recovery, so don't run around 
with them extended all the time. 

On the subject of blood and gore, this 
one might be a bit much for the youngest 
players. This one is no worse than average, 
but if you aren't familiar with the level 
of violence in today's games, you may 
be a bit surprised and possibly appalled. 

So this isn't so much one for the kids 
stocking - more for your own enjoyment. 

If you do manage to master any 
of those special moves, you're rewarded 
with various treats. There are also hidden 
comic books that give you access to things 
in the special-features section of the game. 
Generally, rewards aren't too exciting other 
than the new moves you acquire. But for 
those who like to play games until they 
have found every extra, hidden area 
and bonus level this game has lots 
of checkboxes for things to find, 

Macworld's buying advice 

J can't say this game really blew me away, 
but a lot of effort has been put into making 
it enjoyable. It s obviously a big budget 
game, with Mark Hamid and Patrick Stewart 
doing the voices of the main two characters. 

It is, however, a movie spin-off game, 
which is very often the kiss of death 
This one does manage to be a good game 
with enough twists to make it interesting; 
it doesn't quite make it a great game, 
though,

The making of Macintosh. By Owen Linzmayer, author of Apple Confidential 2.0. 


J anuary 24, 1984: Apple's Steve Jobs unveiled the 
Macintosh, which would revolutionize the world 
of personal computing. While initial sales were 
slower than expected and its general marketshare is 
dwarfed by Windows, there's no doubting that the arrival 
of the Macintosh computer changed the way we live and 
work today. 

Apple hasn't always made the best decisions for its 
ground-breaking Macintosh. There have been as many 
blunders as blinders in the Mac's rich and colourful history, 
and Apple has been on the brink of buyout, merger and 
outright death on a number of occasions. 


But today, 20 years on, Apple is again innovating not 
just the computer but other giant industries, such as 
music and entertainment through iTunes and the iPod. 

Steve Jobs and the Macintosh are inextricably linked in 
the minds of most people. So it may come as somewhat of 
a surprise to learn that the Mac wasn't his idea at all. In 
fact, he wanted to kill the project in its infancy. Lucky for 
Apple and millions of dedicated users everywhere, he was 
unsuccessful. The story of how the Mac came to be is a 
fascinating tale of one man's inspiration, another's ego, 
and the dedication of a small band of “pirates" that 
forever changed the way the world computes.

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Cold cash for a code-name 

I n naming his Macintosh project, Jef Raskin bucked the trend of using female 
code names. He thought the practice was sexist, and it was. The Annie 
project, for which Markkula originally tried to recruit Raskin, was a thinly 
veiled reference to Little Annie Fanny, the well-endowed cartoon character 
{created by Harvey Kurtzman and Wilfy Elder} that regularly appeared in Playboy 
back then. 

It's often reported that Raskin misspelled the name of his favourite variety of 
appies, but that’s unlikefy given that he was manager of publications. "I 
intentionally changed the spelling," insists Raskin, "I'm a pretty good speller. 
Writing is one of the things I do well. The name of the apple is McIntosh. I 
thought that would lead us to a conflict with McIntosh Laboratory, the hi-fi 
manufacturer. So I used the spelling Macintosh, figuring that if it conflicted with 
the overcoat, who cares?" 

Unfortunately, the slight spelling change wasn't enough to keep Apple in the 
clear. When Apple attempted to trademark the name Macintosh in 1982 r the 
request was denied because it phonetically infringed on the trademark already 
owned by McIntosh Laboratory [mm .MDisJilahsxom), which operated at the very 
high end of the high-fidelity food chain. 

On November 16, 1982, Steve Jobs wrote a tetter to the president of 
McIntosh Labs, Gordon Gow, requesting a worldwide release for the name 
Macintosh for use in the computer industry. "We have become very attached 
to the name Macintosh. Much like one's own child, our product has developed 
a very definite personality.” wrote Jobs. Gow visited Cupertino shortly 
thereafter to take a look at what Apple was developing, but on the advice of his 
legal counsel, he rejected Jobs' request. 

Apple considered shortening Macintosh to MAC, which would stand for 
"Mouse-Activated Computer" outside the company, and "Meaningless | 
Acronym Computer" internally. However, in late March 1983, Apple managed 
to license the rights to the name and in 1986 purchased the trademark outright. 
Although the terms of these agreements remain confidential to this day, it has | 
been reported that Apple paid SI00,000 in cash for the Macintosh name. 
According to McIntosh's legal counsel, that’s "substantially off the mark" and 
the real payoff was "significantly higher. " ^

I n 2004, when Apple and all the world’s Macintosh 
enthusiasts will be celebrating the Mac’s 20th 
anniversary, one man will be quietly celebrating Its 
25th. That man is Jeffrey Frank "Jef” Raskin, the true father 
of the Macintosh. Raskin, a professor turned computer 
consultant, wrote the Integer BASIC manual for the Apple 
II in 1976. When he joined Apple on January 3, 1978 
[exactly one year after its incorporation), as employee #31, 
the 34-year-oId Raskin was manager of the publications 
department Over time he started a new product review 
division and an application software division. In the spring 
of 1979, chairman Mike Markkula asked Raskin if he would 
work on a project code-named Annie, the goal of which 
was to produce a S500 game machine [shades of the ill- 
fated Bandai/Apple Pippin), At the time, Jobs and cohorts 
were working on the business-oriented Lisa project, and 
the company felt it needed a lower-cost product than the 
Apple II, which was selling for well over $1,000 in a basic 
configuration without a disk drive or monitor. 

4J I told him it was a fine project but I wasn’t terribly 
interested in a game machine," remembers Raskin. 
"However, there was this thing that I’d been dreaming of 
for some time, which I called Macintosh. The biggest thing 
about it was that it would be designed from a human 
factors perspective, which at that time was totally 
incomprehensible.” Markkula was intrigued and asked 
Raskin to elaborate on his ideas and investigate the 
feasibility of putting them into practice. 

By late May, Raskin had sketched out the basic Ideas 
behind a computer for the "Person in the Street "known as 
the PITS, for short. Raskin had grown increasingly 
frustrated at the complexity of the Apple II, Its open 
architecture was good in the sense that you could fill its 
slots with anything you wanted, but that flexibility forced 
the user to be a pseudo-technician and made it extremely 
difficult for developers to create products that worked 
with all configurations, 

"Considerations such as these led me to conceive the 
basic architecture and guiding principles of the Mac," 
explains Raskin, “There were to be no peripheral slots so 
that customers never had to seethe inside of the machine 
(although external ports would be provided); there was a 
fixed memory size so that all applications would run on all 
Macintoshes; the screen, keyboard, and mass-storage 
device (and. we hoped, a printer) were to be built-in so that 
the customer got a truly complete system, and so that we 
could control the appearance of characters and graphics," 
Physically, the computer would be contained in an alF 
in-one case without cables. Raskin expected people to 
grow so attached to their Macs that they would never 
want to leave home without them, so portability was a key 
concern. He envisioned a weight just under 20lbs and an 
internal battery providing up to two hours of operation, 
His wish fist also included an 8-bit microprocessor with 
64K of RAM, one serial port, a modem, real-time dock, 
printer, 4-5-inch diagonal screen with bitmapped graphics, 
and a 2QQK, 5 25-inch floppy-disk drive all built in, 

BASIC and FORTH programming languages were to be 
contained in read-only memory (ROM), as were “self- 
instructional” programs that were so easy to use, manuals 
would be unnecessary. Raskin described a user interface in 
which everything - writing, calculating, drafting, painting, 
etc - was accomplished in a graphical word processor-type 
environment with a few consistent and easily learned 
concepts. “For example, the calculator abilities will apply 
to numbers that are entered the same way any text is 
entered. The traditional concept of an operating system is 
replaced by an extension of the idea of an on-line editor." 

While that may nest sound much like the Mac as we 
know it today, his reasoning was that there should be no 
modes or levels, a concept that has endured. 

Raskin even proposed an official name for his 
Macintosh computer; the Apple V. He figured that it could

This essay by Steve Jobs originally appeared on page 135 of the premier issue of 
Macworld in 1984. 

T he people who are doing the work are the moving force behind the 
Macintosh. My job is to create a space for them, to dear out the rest of 
the organization and keep it at bay. I can't spend enough time here, 
unfortunately, because I have other responsibilities. But every spare moment 
t have, I dash back because this is the most fun place in the world. 

This is the neatest group of people IVe ever worked with. They're all 
exceptionally bright, but more importantly they share a quality about the 
way they look at life, which is that the journey is the reward. They really want 
to see this product out in the world. It's more important than their personal 
lives right now. 

The Apple II had a magical fee! about it. You couldn't quantify it, but you 
could teJJ. The Macintosh is the second thing in my life that's ever felt that way. 
Opportunities like this don't come along very often. You know somehow that 
it's the start of something great. So everyone wants it to be perfect and works 
really hard on it. Everyone feels a persona! responsibility for the product. 

The Macintosh is the future of Apple Computer And it's being done by a 
I bunch of people who are incredibly talented but who in most organizations 
I would be working three levels below the impact of the decisions they're making 
I In the organization. It's one of those things that you know won't East forever. 

I The group might stay together maybe for one more iteration of the product, and 
1 then they'll go their separate ways. For a very special moment, all of us have 
j come together to make this new product. We feel this may be the best thing 
I well ever do with our lives. 


go Into production by September 1981, for sale that 
Christmas with a price of $500. As volume increased, he 
expected the price to drop to $300 after 18 months. 

"Jobs hated the idea;' Raskin recalls. “He ran around 
saying ‘NoJ Mo! It’ll never work.' He was one of the 
Macintosh's hardest critics, and was always putting it 
down at board meetings. When he became convinced that 
rt would work, and that it would be an exciting new 
product, he started to take over... He was dead set against 
the Macintosh for the first two years. 

"He said it was the dumbest thing on earth, and that it 
would never sell. When he decided to take it over, he told 
everybody that he had invented it." 

Although Jobs strongly opposed the Macintosh when It 
was first proposed, Raskin nonetheless won the board's 
approval to begin a formal research project in September 
1979. As he brainstormed, Raskin kept coming up with 
more wonderful things to add to his computer, EL didn’t 
take him long to realize that he couldn't include everything 
he wanted and still produce a computer with a $500 price 
tag, so he settled on a new goat of $1,000. "There is no 
doubt that we want more - more mass storage, a built-in

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Mac user-interface genesis 

I n 1970, eager to be on the 
cutting edge of information 
technology, Xerox gathered 
many of the best minds in the 
computer industry and ensconced 
them in the Palo Alto Research 
Center (PARC] in California, Its 
mission was to create the future 
without worrying about the practicality of actually marketing their creations as 
commercial products. 

By 1973, it had succeeded in giving birth to the Xerox Alto, the embodiment 
of many computing firsts. It was the first personal computer in the sense that 
it was designed to be used by a single person. Rather than putting fully formed 
characters on screen one at a time, the Alto created both text and graphics out 
of individually controlled pixels using a process called bit-mapping Using 
Ethernet, another PARC creation, the Alto could network with other Altos and 
laser printers, yet another PARC invention. It had a funny pointing device, a 
three-button mouse, invented in the 1960s by Douglas Carl Engelbart, 

Recommended by Jef Raskin and software engineer Bill Atkinson, Jobs 
approached the Xerox Development Corporation, the copier giant's venture 
capital branch, and proposed, "I will let you invest a million dollars in Apple if 
you will sort of open the kiinono at Xerox PARC,” At the time, Apple was 
enjoying meteoric growth, Xerox was anxious to get a piece of the action and 
was more than willing to allow an Apple contingent to take a peek at PARC, 
When Jobs first visited in November 1979, he saw with his own eyes what 
all the fuss was about. He was so excited that he returned in December with 
Apple engineers and executives. Jobs began jumping around, shouting, 'Why 
aren't you doing anything with this? This is the greatest thing! This is 
revolutionary!" If Xerox didn't recognize the value of its own work, Jobs 
certainly did. When he saw the Smalltalk development environment running 
with its movable overlapping windows and pop-up menus, he knew that's what 
he wanted, and he instructed the Lisa crew to begin working in that direction. 

Apple didn't get blueprints from Xerox, but rather inspiration "Just like the 
Russians and the A-bomb," observed PARC's director, George Pake, "they 
developed it very quickly once they knew it was doable." Eventually more than 
15 Xerox employees would defect to Apple, including Steve Capps, Bruce Horn, 
Alan Kay, and Barbara Koalkin. 
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printer, colour graphics - but we feel that low price and 
portability are the most important attributes, and we have 
kept strenuously to these goals," Raskin wrote in a memo, 

Raskin needed someone to turn his Ideas into 
prototypes. His former UC San Diego student. Bill Atkinson, 
was a respected member of the Lisa team, and Atkinson 
was impressed with the outstanding work Burrell Carver 
Smith was doing as a repairman In the Apple I! 
maintenance department 

Atkinson introduced Smith to Raskin as "the man who's 
going to design your Macintosh," to which Raskin replied, 
"We'll see about that." Smith whipped together a 
makeshift prototype using a Motorola 6809 E 
microprocessor, a television monitor, and the guts of an 
Apple II, Duly impressed, Raskin made him the second 
member of the Mac team. 

In time, Raskin took on an assistant, and Steve Wozniak 
began part-time work on the Mac, but Smith continued 
doing most of the detailed electronic design and 
bread boarding. This skeleton crew tailed in what had been 
Apple's first office and the birthplace of the Apple ll and 
Lisa: Suite B3 at 20833 Stevens Creek Boulevard, near the 
Good Earth restaurant in Cupertino The Macintosh 
research project was not destined to become an actual 
product any time soon. Still, Raskin remained obsessed 
with designing a computer that could be sold at a low price 
and manufactured in large quantities. Raskin did 
everything he could to "keep the project from burgeoning 
into a huge, expensive, and time-consuming effort," 

Every feature required a trade-off between price and 
performance They wanted a colour monitor, but 
monochrome would have to do. The Lisa's 6BO0Q 
microprocessor was desired, hut the 6809E was much 
cheaper, A floppy disk drive would be great, but a digital 
cassette drive kept the cost down. More memory would be 
nice, but G4K was considered adequate. 

While Raskin's small team was quietly toiling in the 
Mac "skunkworks," turmoil was brewing elsewhere at 
Apple. Following the fateful visits to Xerox PARC, Jobs was 
making waves and enemies as he steered the Lisa project 
away from its original mandate as a $2,000 business 
computer into a much more expensive downsized Xerox 
Alto. In September 1980, the board of directors wanted to

under control, but Raskin pleaded for and won a three- 
month reprieve. During this time, president Mike Scott 
restructured the company and removed Jobs from the Lisa 
project. Jobs was furious, and to cool his heels Scott sent 
him out on the road to represent Apple prior to its initial 
public offering of stock on December 12,19 BO. 

When the IPO was over, "Jobs was at loose ends 
because finally [the board] realized that he was totally 
incompetent as a manager" recalls Raskin, Jobs set his 
sights on the Macintosh project. As software wizard Andy 
Hertzfeld remembers it: "The Lisa team in general told 
Steve to fuck off. Steve said, Til get this team that'll make 
a cheap computer and that will blow them off the face of 
the earth.'Then Steve saw that Raskin had critical mass: He 
had a hardware engineer and a software engineer. Since 
Steve was a bigger kid than Raskin, he said, I like that toy! 
and took ft" 

"I just decided that t was going to go off and do that 
myself with a small group; sort of go back to the garage, to 
design the Macintosh," recalls Jobs. 

"They didn't take us very seriously. I think Scotty was 
just sort of humouring me."The board was only too happy 
to let Jobs go off and spin his wheels on the Mac, which 
they viewed as a relatively unimportant research project 

The board may have seen it that way but Jobs viewed it 
as his opportunity to prove his worth as a technological 
innovator. At first, Jobs was content to manage only the 
hardware side of the project, leaving Raskin in charge of 
software and documentation, "I was more interested in the 
interface than the chips inside," says Raskin, so the move 
didn't trouble him too much. Besides, with Jobs on board, 
perhaps the project would get the funding and support 
needed to actually create a product. Would it everl 

Soon after Jobs got involved, the Mac team took over 
the second floor in a» small two-story building known as 
Texaco Towers due to its proximity to a gas station on the 
corner of De Anza and Stevens Creek Boulevards. 

{The gas station is vacant now, Texaco Towers is 
occupied by a different company, and Apple's former City 
Center office complex across the street dominates the 
intersection.] There was no sign on 20431 Stevens Creek 


Boulevard, and the office wasn't 
even listed in the company's 
telephone directory. They were 
out in the sticks, which was 
perfect for the maverick project 
Jobs had in mind. 

The Mac quickly went from 
being a research project to a full¬ 
blown product development 
effort with several dozen 
employees. Jobs seriously 
underestimated the amount of 
work yet to be done and the time 
it would take. He figured his 
team would ship the Macintosh 
in early 1982, just a year away. So 
confident was he in this 
prediction that he bet Usa 
project manager John Couch 
$5,000 that the Mac would beat 
Lisa to market, even though the 
Lisa had been under serious 
development for more than two 
years and the Mac project was 



just starting in earnest, 

When the Mac missed the 1982 ship date, chairman 
Markkula presented Jobs with a woman's black slip and 
told him to make sure the garment was "the Mac's last 
slip," The Lisa appeared on January 19,1983, more than a 
year before Mac, and Jobs made good on his $5,000 bet. 

One of the most significant advances in the Macintosh 
project had come when Smith figured out an ingenious 
way to replace the 68Q9E microprocessor with the more 
powerful 63000 used by the lisa. Although Raskin resisted 
at first because it would drive up the cost of the computer, 
Jobs was all for the change. With Mac and Lisa sharing the 
same microprocessor, it was easier for the Mac team to use 
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some of the Lisa tech nologies and software, including Microsoft Excels 
Atkinson's amazing QuickDraw routines. However, Jobs Microsoft first developed

The birth of desktop publishing 


J onathan Seybold, founder of the influential Seybold 
Seminars, says that when Steve Jobs showed him the 
Macintosh he was convinced it was the future of not only 
computing but also publishing. "It was very clear to me that the 
distinction between computing and information science and 
graphic arts would just go away," he says. In the summer of 1984, 
Jobs called Jonathan Seybold, 'Steve wanted to see me urgently," 
Seybold recalls. "He said they had a deal with Adobe, they were 
signing a deal with Linotype, they had real fonts I went to 
Cupertino and walked into this tiny room, and there stood Jobs 
and [Adobe co-founder John] Warnock with a Mac and a 
LaserWriter. He showed me what they were up to. I turned to 
Steve and said, 'You've just turned publishing on its head. This is 
the watershed event/ When I turned to John, he has this look on 
his face. He was just so happy. I could tell he was thinking. 'This 
made the company. This is my validation/ It was a magic 
moment." 

ft was the end of 1984, and the stage was set for the 
introduction of the Apple LaserWriter. The LaserWriter debuted to 
great fanfare at Apple s annual stockholder meeting on January 23, 
1985. where Steve Jobs's legendary showmanship was on display. 
Onstage the Pointer Sisters belted out "I'm So Excited." In the 
audience were all 27 Adobe employees who had made the trip to 
Cupertino's Flint Center after toasting the culmination of their two- 
year effort at Adobe's office the evening before. The jubilant 
engineers who had toiled in obscurity were seeing their product in 
a place where they could gauge public's reaction to it. 



"You couldn't 

walk out of there not feeling you were doing something great," 
says Dan Puttman, Adobe employee #2 and former senior vice 
president of the North American systems division. 

The LaserWriter cost $6,995 - steep by today's standard, yet 
astoundingly cheap compared with the IBM and Xerox laser 
printers of the day, which were priced three to ten times that. Plus, 
the LaserWriter had Adobe's special ingredient: PostScript. Almost 
immediately, analysts commented on the LaserWriter's output, 
praising its "near-typeset quality.” 

With the release of the LaserWriter, Adobe Systems was on the 
corporate map. The two soft-spoken scientists [co-founders 
Warnock and Chuck Geschke] were thrust into the media 
spotlight, fielding interview requests to explain why the world's 
second-largest computer company had bet its future on an 
unknown startup. 

When three upstart companies — Adobe Systems, Aldus 
Corporation, and Apple Computer - joined forces to create desktop 
publishing in 1985, shockwaves rumbled through the publishing 
world. Thanks to the combination of the Apple Macintosh, Aldus 
PageMaker, and the Adobe PostScript-equipped LaserWriter, 
publishing was liberated from the confines of proprietary 
typesetting and printing systems.

button version that would be much easier for novices. 

Working with industrial designer Jerrold C Manock, 
Jobs also pushed for the Mac's distinctive tuisinart- 
inspired upright case, and that necessitated a detached 
keyboard. With a rough idea of what the computer would 
look like physically, the design of the Mac's completely 
automated factory in Fremont California, got underway in 
the autumn of 1981, even though Smith was still furiously 
working on yet another Mac prototype and many of the 
technical details had yet to be finalized. By February 1982, 
the case design was fixed and the signatures of the team 
members were collected and transferred to the mould for 
the Inside of the case. 

Things were really picking up steam that February 
when Jobs approached Raskin and cavalierly announced, 
'I'm going to take over software, and you can run 
documentation.' That was more than Raskin could bear. 
He replied, "No, you can have documentation too, 1 resign.' 1 

The showdown was inevitable, according to Dan 
Kottke, one of the Mac engineers. ''Jef Raskin and Steve 
Jobs both have large egos, Jef could have stayed on if he 
hadn't gone against Steve, But he feels very strongly about 
certain things and won’t shut up," 

Jobs and Markkula asked Raskin to reconsider, so he 
took a one-month leave of absence. Upon his return, 
Raskin was offered the leadership of a new research 
division. ' Been there, done that ' was the essence of his 
reply, so on March 1, 1982, he officially tendered his 
resignation. 

Jobs was hell-bent on proving that he could produce a 
better computer than the Lisa, bul it was becoming 
painfully apparent that the real competition was not with 
the Lisa division, but rather with International Business 
Machines, IBM had introduced its Personal Computer on 
August 12, 1981, and the market had responded 
favourably, to say the least Much to its dismay, Apple 
began losing market share (sliding from 29 to 24 per cent 
in 1982) to what it considered a dearly inferior product. 

Although the Mac team members derided the IBM PC 
in public, privately they realized Big Blue was a formidable 
competitor and that they had better get their own product 
out the door. The window of opportunity was slowly 


closing, and if Apple didn't finish the Mac soon, it might 
lose out altogether, ''We had been saying, 'We’re going to 
finish in six months'for two years/' recalls Hertzfeld, but 
Jobs laid down the law and pushed to ship Macintosh on 
May 16, 19S3, at the National Computer Conference in 
Anaheim, California, 

Jobs wanted to avoid licensing copyrighted typefaces - 
such as Times, Century, Helvetica, and Gothic-forthe Mac, 
so he instructed artist Susan Kare (www.kare.com) to 
design knockoffs. Kare, who had grown up in the suburbs 
of Philadelphia, wanted to name her fonts after the 
railroad stations of the Pauli Local train; Ardmore, Merion, 
Rosemont, etc. Jobs liked the idea of using city names, bul 
Insisted on world-class cities that corresponded to the 
original typefaces: New York (Times), Geneva (Helvetica), 
London (Old English), etc. The frivolous font known as San 
Francisco was originally named Ransom, because 
documents created with it looked like kidnappers' notes. 

By the way, Kare designed all the original Mac fonts 
except Venice, which was the creation of Bill Atkinson. 

Facing a bard deadline forced the team to make several 
major decisions that resulted in a sort of domino effect. 
High resolution graphics hdti always been a primary goal 
for the Mac, but even as late as 1982 the nine-inch 
diagonal monitor could display only 384-X-256 pixels. That 
was certainly acceptable for graphics, but not exactly at 
the leading edge of technology. 

George Crow, analogue manager, increased the 
resolution to the final dimensions of 512-X-342 pixels, 
allowing the Mac to display 80 columns of fixed pitch 
(mono-spaced) text. With Lhe increased resolution of the 
bitmapped display, more memory was needed. Like Raskin 
before him. Jobs thought that 64K of RAM was acceptable, 
but the team convinced him that 128K was needed 
(actually, they wanted more, so they secretly designed a 
way to easily increase memory by swapping chips). 

More memory meant larger programs, and the 2QGK, 
5.25-inch floppy disk drive no longer seemed like an 
adequate mass-storage device. 

Unbeknownst to Jobs, his engineers had anticipated

The May 1983 ship date came and went, and still the 
Mac wasn't complete. Each of the hardware changes took 
longer than expected, but nothing took as much time as 
completing the software. Even though Jobs had assembled 
many of Apple s brightest minds in the Mac division, doing 
the Impossible takes time, especially when you have a 
perfectionist like Jobs as a boss. "Tact is a word you don't 
use to describe him / says Espinosa. 

"Steve will just walk up to your desk, look at what 
you're doing and say, That's shit 

Despite the unbelievable pressure they were under, 
Mac team members were spotted around the Apple 
campus wearing T-shirts that read “90 HR5/WK AND 
LOVING IT". This dedicated band of pirates had bought into 
Jobs' dream of changing the world, and they worked 
themselves to exhaustion to make the Macintosh the best 
damn computer they could. 

Finally, after spending $78 million in development 
costs, Apple introduced the Macintosh to a packed house 
at the annual shareholder meeting held in the Flint Center 
at De Anza College on January 24,1984 L 

As master of ceremonies, Jobs strode on stage and 
recited a few verses from Bob Dylan's The Times They Are 
A’Changin' before Introducing Apple's directors to 
dispense with the boring corporate and financial news. 
When Jobs retook the stage, he pumped up the crowd with 
the following speech: 

"It is 195B. IBM passes upltie chance to buy a young, fledgling 
company that has just invented a new technology called xerography. 
Two years later Xerox is born, and IBM has been kicking itself ever 
since. 

It is ten years later, the late '60s. Digital Equipment Corporation 
and others invent the minicomputer. IBM dismisses the 
minicomputer as too small to do serious computing and, therefore, 
unimportant to its business DEC grows to become a multi-hundred- 
m ill ion dollar corporation before IBM finally enters the minicomputer 
market. 

It is now ten years later, the late 70s, In 1977, Apple, a young 
fledgling company on the West Coast, invents the Apple II, the first 
personal computer as we know it today. IBM dismisses the personal 


computer as too small to do serious computing and, therefore, 
unimportant to its business. 

The early 80s ! 981. Apple II has become the worlds most 
popular computer, and Apple has grown to a $300 million 
corporation, becoming the fastest-growing company in American 
business history. With over 50 companies vying for a share, IBM 
enters the personal computer market in November of 1981 with the 
IBM PC 

1983. Apple and IBM emerge as the industry's strongest 
competitors, each selling approximately $1 billion worth of personal 
computers in 1983. 

The shakeout is in full swing The first major firm goes bankrupt, 
with others teetering on the brink. Total industry losses for 1983 
overshadow even the combined profits of Apple and IBM for personal 
computers. 

It is now 1984. It appears IBM wants it all Apple is perceived to 
be the only hope to offer IBM a run for its money Dealers, initially

As the crowd screamed, "No! No! No!/ the screen 
behind Jobs Dickered to life with the groundbreaking 1984 
commercial {see "Hammer action"). When 1984 had 
finished playing to the wildly appreciative audience, Jobs 
solemnly intoned, ‘There have only been two milestone 
prod ucts so far in our ind ustry. The Apple 11 m 1977, and the 
IBM PC in 1981. Today, one year after Lisa, we are 
introducing the third industry milestone. Macintosh ” At 
that moment, the crowd went wild when a photograph of 
the Mac appeared on screen. 

“Many of us have been working on Macintosh for over 
two years now, and it has turned out insanely great," 
boasted Jobs, "Until now, you've just seen some pictures of 
Macintosh. Now I’d like to show you Macintosh in person," 
Jobs walked over to a canvas bag sitting on a table and - 
like a magician pulling a rabbit from a hat - he extracted a 
Macintosh that began playing Vangelis' score from 
Chariots of Fire.

So it is with considerable pride that i 
introduce a man who has been like a father to me, Steve 
Jobs." 

Not only did the Mac impress the crowd with its voice 
synthesis, it was considerably smaller, faster, and cheaper 
than the groundbrea king Lisa introd uced the previous year. 
It had a 68000 microprocessor running at 7.83MHz, 128K 
of RAM, one 400K r 3.5-1 nch floppy disk drive, and a nine- 
inch monochrome display. The Mac came bundled with 
MacPaint (written by Bill Atkinson), Mac Write (written by 
Randy Wiggmton), and the Finder (written by Bruce Horn 
and Steve Capps). 

Until the last moment before introduction, Apple 
executives argued over the Mac's price. Jobs had hoped 
that the Mac could sell for $1,495. 

As it turned out, the Mac cost $500to build (83 percent 
materials, 16 per cent overhead, 1 per cent labour), and 
with Apple’s standard markup, the price should have been 
$1,995. But president John Souliey had ordered an 
aggressive $15-million, 100-day advertising blitz, which 
kicked off with the 1984 commercial during Super Bowl 
XVIM. To pay for this campaign, Sculley tacked on a hefty 
premium, and the list price for the original Mac was set at 
$2,495, So much for Raskin's $500 computer that would 
appeal to the person In the street. The Macintosh was now 
“the computer for the rest of us,” defined as those with 
several grand burning holes in their pockets. 

Even at its artificially inflated price, Jobs predicted 
Apple would sell 50,000 Macs in the 100 days following 
introduction, and half a million units by the end of 1984; 
Sculley's figure was a more realistic quarter million units. 
Although they were both way off base with their annual 
forecasts. Apple reached the 100 day goal on Day 73 [April 
6), and on Day 100 (May 3); after having sold 72,000 Macs, 



product marketing manager Barbara Koalkin boasted to 
USA Today "We could have sold 200,000 Macintoshes if we 
could have built them " 

Confident that sales would pick up during the 
Christmas season, Apple began building inventory at a rate 
of 110,000 units a month. Unfortunately, after the initial 
burst of sales to early adopters (plus computer dealers, 
developers, and college students who paid far less than list 
price thanks to special promotions), Mac sales tapered off 
dramatically to roughly 20,000 Macs a month, in fact, it 
took until September 1985 to sell 500,000 Macs, and Apple 
didn't reach the one million mark until March 1987.

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The 20 most influential 
people in the Mac's history 

Often lost in the fanatical adoration of the Macintosh as a high-tech fetish object is the fact that this fantastic box of 
bits is ultimately a human creation. Over the past 20 years, thousands of people within Apple and in the Mac 
development community contributed their blood, sweat, and tears to advance the state of the art in computing. 
Without their hard work, inspiration, and creativity, there would be no Macintosh, and quite possibly, no Apple, either. 
AH of us in the Mac world owe them a debt of gratitude that can never be adequately repaid. Here then, is a tribute to 
the 20 most influential people in the Mac's history, presented in alphabetical order. 




A verted financial disaster 


Dr Gilbert Frank Amelia 

Public opinion over Gil Amelia is decidedly split. Some feel 
he did the best he could after inheriting an untenable 
situation when he replaced Michael Spindler as CEO of 
Apple in late January 1996. Others believe he was an oven 
compensated corporate dullard who dashed with Apples 
unique freewheeling culture. Regardless of your opinion of 
Amelio's rocky 17-month tenure at the helm of Apple, his 
decision to purchase NeXT in December 1996 was 
instrumental in restoring the company to health if for no 
other reason that it brought Steve Jobs back to Cupertino 
after 11 years in exlie. Less than seven months later, Amelia 
was ousted by the board, clearing the way for Jobs to 
assume control, 

Fred 0 Anderson 

Even the most ardent Apple advocate can be forgiven for 
not knowing the name of Fred Anderson. After all, a 
behind-the-scenes financial deal doesn't often result in 
fame and glory but in this case, it should. Amelia hired 


Anderson as chief financial officer in March 1996, when 
Apple was in a death spiral with only a three-month cash 
supply, In June, Amelio and Anderson pulled off a Wall 
Street first; they executed a massive convertible debenture 
offering literally overnight because they simply didn't have 
the luxury of the typical month-long road show. In one fell 
swoop, the $661 million from the convertible bond sale 
solved Apple's liquidity crisis. Need further proof of 
Anderson's value? He's the only Amelio-era executive still 
working for Jobs 


Bill Atkinson 

While working on the ill- 
fated Lisa in the early 1980s, 

Bill Atkinson wrote the 
QuickDraw routines that 
handled drawing to the 
screen. When he joined the 
original Mac team. Atkinson 
adapted QuickDraw forthe Wrote seminal programs

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Mac, and he designed much of the initial Mac user 
interface. To demonstrate the power of the Mac's 
simplicity, Atkinson wrote MacPaint, the seminal graphics 
program, In 1987, Apple released Atkinson's HyperCard, a 
remarkable database tool that allowed mere mortals to 
easily program links between graphics and text. Although 
HyperCard languished after Atkinson left Appie to found 
General Magic in 1990. the hyperlink concept it introduced 
was central to the later success of the Web. 

Paul Brainerd 

In 1985, the Mac was on the verge of slipping into 
computing history as yet another revolutionary product 
that was highly praised by not purchased. All that changed 
when Aldus PageMaker unlocked the potential of Adobe's 
page-description language, PostScript, which was 
embedded in Apple's LaserWriter printer. Aldus founder 
Paul Brainerd originally intended to sell PageMaker as a 
high-end, vertical product, but Steve Jobs convinced him to 
target consumers instead. By providing a pro publishing 
toot at a mass-market price, Aldus revolutionized the 
printing industry and created the Macs first killer app: 
desktop publishing. The DTP revolution made the Mac just 
as VisiCalc made the Apple 11, and it propelled Aldus to a 
successful public offering and merger with Adobe in 
September 1994, after which Brainerd resigned. 

Steve Capps 

One of IS Xerox Palo Alto Research Center scientists who 
jumped ship to work on the Lisa at Apple in the early 
1980s, Steve Capps was subsequently shanghaied by Steve 
Jobs In 1983 to help create the Mac. After working on the 
Mac ROM, Capps teamed up with Bruce Horn to write the 
Mac's filing system in only six months. Version 1,0 of the 
Finder was remarkable in that it consumed less than SOK of 
memory, yet allowed users to easily point and click their 
way through icons representing documents in folders on 
disks, Capps left Apple in 1985, started a music company, 
returned to Cupertino in 1987 to lead the development of 
the handheld Mewton MessagePad, and was eventually 
named an Apple Fellow In 1994. Capps went on to become 
Microsoft's user interface architect from 1996 to 2001, and 
has recently founded his own company, onedoto. 


Jeaii'Louis Gassee 

The "Flamboyant Frenchman" was indirectly responsible 
for both Steve Jobs' original ouster from Apple as well as 
his eventual return. As vice president of product 
development J earn Lou is Gassee learned of Steve Jobs' 
intention of overthrowing then-CEO John Sculley In 1985. 
Gassee warned Sculley who thwarted the coup. Within 
four months. Jobs resigned to start NeXT. Gassee's star rose 
along with the sales of the expandable Macintosh II he 
advocated, and fell when he stood by his premium pricing 
strategy and the laughably heavy Macintosh Portable, 
When Sculley passed him over for Spindler, Gassee 
resigned in 1990, Six years later, after Gassee demanded 
too high a price for his BeOS, he inadvertently drove a 
desperate Gil Amelia into Jobs' arms. 

William Henry Gates III 

Say what you will about billionaire Bill Gates (and we re 
sure you wi II), there's no deny Eng that he is one of the most 
influential people in the Mac's history Back when the 
Macintosh was just a research project. Gates appreciated 
the importance of the graphical user interface and began 
the largest Macintosh software development effort 
outside of Apple. MuftIPlan, Word, Excel, and PowerPoint 
soon dominated the Mac productivity market and 
Microsoft has remained a dedicated developer through 
thick and thin. Granted, Gates did sucker Sculley into a 
1985 deal that gave Microsoft the legal right to use the 
Mac look-and-feel In Windows, but that's another story 
altogether,., 

Ellen Ml Hancock 

In July 1996, newly installed Apple CEO Git Amelio (see 
earlier) hired his National Semiconductor protege Ellen M 
Hancock as chief technology officer and executive VP, R&D, 
For more than two years, Apple had been squandering 
hundreds of millions of dollars and virtually all of its 
software engineering resources on Copland, a next- 
generation operating system. It took Hancock less than a 
month to see Copland for what it really was: a bloated 
piece of inferior vaporware. Hancock immediately froze all

Andy Hertzfeld 

When Andy Hertzfeld 
joined Apple in August 
1979, he helped create 
peripherals (including the 
Silentype thermal printer 
and the first 80-column 
card) and system software 
for the Apple II. Two years 
later, Steve Jobs literally 
pulled the plug on his Apple II and drove him to join the 
Macintosh project, where he designed and Implemented a 
third of the original system software, including the User 
Interface Tool Box. By placing these tools in the Mac's ROM, 
Apple made it easy for programmers to adhere to its all- 
important User Interface Guidelines, thereby ensuring a 
consistent familiar look-&-feel for all Macintosh 
applications. After leaving Apple in 1984, Hertzfeld went 
on to co-found Radius, General Magic, and Eazel. 

Jonathan Ive 

Perhaps the greatest 
unsung hero of Apple's 
recent resurgence is design- 
guru Jonathan Ive. Born in 
London in 1967, Ive studied 
art and design at Newcastle 
Polytechnic, designed 
Designed innovative Mac models toilets and wash basins, and 
then created PowerBook 
concepts as a consultant before joining Apples Industrial 
Design Group (IDG) in September 1992, ive designed the 
Newton MessagePad 110, the AppfeVision 1710 displays, 
the Twentieth Anniversary Mac, the education-portable 
eMate, and the MessagePad 2000, but it wasn't until the 
innovative iMac was released in 1998 that he achieved 
celebrity status. The iMac's rounded, translucent, candy- 
coloured case proved irresistible to consumers and helped 
turn around Apple’s fortunes. As vice-president of IDG, fve 
has led the creation of a whole family of visually stunning 
products, including the iBook, flat-panel iMac, iPod, 
PowerBook C4, Cube, and Power Mac G5 tower

Steven Paul Jobs 

In 1979, Steve Jobs 
atte mpted u n s u cce ssfu I ly 
to kill Jef Raskin s Macintosh 
project in its infancy, but 
Apple's board of directors 
won the day Two years later, 
Jobs had been kicked off the 
Usa team, so he took over 
the Mac project to prove his 
merit. Using his unequalled personal charisma (dubbed 
the "Reality Distortion Field") and unorthodox 
motivational techniques, Jobs pushed his team to 
extraordinary lengths to produce the Mac in 1984. The 
128K Mac was so incredible that had Jobs never done 
anything else, his legend was assured. But he went on to 
pull off more impressive feats. After resigning from Apple 
in 1985, he founded NeXT and funded PIxar in 1996, an 
ailing Apple paid $427m for NeXT. Within a year, Jobs was 
named interim CEO, and soon returned the company to 
profitability through innovation of the venerable Mac line. 


Stephen S. Kahng 

Many pundits believe Apple 
would be the Microsoft of 
today had it licensed the 
Mac way back when. None 
other than Bill Gates 
proposed such a scheme in 
1985, but Apple stuck by its 
Power Computing: clone king proprietary strategy until 

the early 1990s, when CEO 
Michael Spindler finally decided to allow Mac clones. 
Trouble was, none of the marquee companies Apple 
wanted as partners would have anything to do with it. 
Power Computing, led by Stephen "King” Kahng, stepped 
into the breach in December 1994 as the world's first Mac 
licensee. Kahngs engineers embarrassed a complacent 
Apple by quickly shipping high-end clones that were 
cheaper and faster than Apple's Macs. Power Computing 
was so successful that by the time Steve Jobs took charge 
of Apple, he felt it was a threat, so he purchased the clone 
company in September 1997 r effectively ending Apple's 
late licensing experiment. 

Susan Kare 

Anyone who has touched a 
graphical user interface 
computer in the last 20 
years has unknowingly 
encountered the work of 
artist 5usan Kare. Roped 
into the Macintosh project 
Created Mac icons and fonts in 19S3 by high-school 

friend Andy Hertzfeld, Kare 
had to come up with instantly understandable visual 
metaphors for computer commands, then depict these in 
icons created by toggling biack-&-white pixels in a tiny 
grid. In addition to creating the Mac's wristwatch. Trash, 
bomb, and diskette Icons, Kare also designed all of the 
original Mac bit-mapped fonts except Venice, Kara 
followed Steve Jobs to NeXT in 1986, and has subsequently 
designed buttons, icons, and screen images for Microsoft's 
Windows 3.0 and IBM's OS/2, among many other products, 

Guy Kawasaki 

No matter how great the 
original 128K Macintosh 
was, Apple rightly realized 
that to make inroads 
against IBM's PC, there had 
to be plenty of Mac 
programs and peripherals 
available from third-party 
developers. The man faced 
with the daunting task of convincing, cajoling, and 
coercing Mac development was the charismatic Guy 
Kawasaki, Apple's original Software Evangelist Kawasaki 
was so successful as the pied piper of programmers that 
for marry years all the most innovative products came out 
first on the Macintosh, despite its reiatively small market 
share. After leaving Apple, Kawasaki wrote several books 
and was CEO of both AG US and Fog City Software. He 
returned as an Apple Fellow during Gil Amelio's tenure. 
During Apple's darkest days, Kawasaki launched 
Evangelist, a mailing list that could mobilize 44,000 
enthusiastic Mac subscribers on a moment's notice. 
Kawasaki used his bully pulpit to promote the products of 
loyal Mac developers and keep business and technology 
journalists from unfairly criticizing Apple. 

Jeffrey Frank Raskin 

It's been sard that success has many fathers, but there is 
one man who can rightfully claim to be the true father of 
the Macintosh. Jef Raskin started as manager of the 
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publications department 
when he joined Apple as 
employee #31 in 1978. By 
the following year, he was 
designing a radically new 
kind of computer, focusing 
on human factors, not 
technical specifications. 
Raskin was a frequent 
visitor to XeroxPARt, where 
he marvelled at what its researchers and engineers were 
doing [see page 74). Raskin's Macintosh project was 
designed for the "person in the street" who wanted to use 
a computer to accomplish a task but didn't want to be 
bothered learning about computers per se. Steve Jobs 
initially hated Raskin's proposal, but after he was kicked off 
the Lisa team. Jobs joined and then took over Raskin's 
Macintosh project and turned it into a full-fledged 
product-development effort. Raskin resigned. Granted, the 
Mac that shipped in 1984 differed greatly from Raskin's 
prototypes, but the underlying goal of elegant simplicity 
was retained and became the hallmark of all Apple 
products. 

John Sculley 

Steve Jobs enticed John 
Sculley to leave Pepsi by 
claiming that as Apple's 
CEO he would have an 
opportunity to change the 
world, not just sell sugared 
water to kids. It would be 
stretching the truth to 
assert that John Sculley 
personally dented the universe, but he absolutely altered 
Appte Computer. When Sculley took charge in 1983. Apple 
had net sales of 6600 million, mostly from the ageing 
Apple II line. Sculley managed the transition to the Mac, 
ousted a beloved founder, expanded the product line and 
opened up the architecture, tripled headcount, and turned 
in ten profitable years. When Sculley resigned in 1993, 
annual sales topped $8 billion (compared to $6.21 billion 
for 2003), giving the company the momentum it needed to 
survive the rough road ahead. Sculley Is perhaps most 
famous for his championing of the Newton handheld PDA.

Burrell Smith 

Because he lacked an 
engineering degree, initially 
the only job Burrell Smith 
could land at Apple was in 
the repair department But 
star programmer Bill 
Atkinson saw promise in 
Produced poetry in digital design Smith and introduced him 
to Jef Raskin, who told the 
young man of his plans for a computer he called 
Macintosh. Smith quickly whipped together a prototype, 
and a duly impressed Raskin invited Smith to become the 
second member of the Macintosh project. Much as Steve 
Wozniak single-handedly created the bulk of the Apple II, 
Smith worked magic on the digital electronics design of 
the Macintosh, from prototype to finished product. Take a 
look at an early Mac motherboard and you'll see an object 
of unequaled beauty, from its efficient use of chips to the 
dean printed circuit lines running between components. 


Michael H Spmdler 

No doubt German-born Michael Spmdler was dealt a bad 
hand when he took over as Apple CEOfrom John Sculley in 
1993. Secret merger talks with telecoms giant AT&T had 
just broken down, Sculley's Newton MessagePad would 
soon prove an expensive disappointment, and Apple's user’ 


interface "look-fit-fee I" 

lawsuit against Microsoft 
would soon be dismissed, 
crushing Spindler's hopes 
of blunting Windows' 
momentum. In a bid to 
regain all the lost PC market 
share, Michael Splndler 
half-heartedly relented to 
Mac licensing in 1994, and 
directed product development to churn out a bewildering 
array of over 130 Mac models during the less than three 
years he led the company. It was a nightmare; 
differentiating between models was confusing for 
consumers, keeping pace with the introductions was 
difficult for developers, and forecasting inventory needs 
and sales was impossible for Apple. Jobs dearly learned 
from Spindler's mistake, reducing Apple's current product 
line to a simple matrix comprised of consumer and 
professional models of desktop and portable computers. 

Avadis Tevantan Jr, Ph.D. 

When Apple bought NeXT 
in 1996, in addition to some 
great technology and Steve 
Jobs, rt also absorbed Jobs’ 
hand-picked NeXT staff. 
Within months, many of 
Apple's executives found 
themselves replaced by 
NeXT alumni. AvieTevanlan 
Jr, formerly NeXT's VP of engineering, became Apple's 
senior VP of Software Engineering in February 1997. 
Although the process took longer than Apple originally 
promised, Tevanlan managed to actually ship a next- 
generation Unix-based operating system, something that 
his predecessors failed to do since 1994. That 
accomplishment is even more remarkable when you 
remember that during the gestation period of Mac OS X, 
Apple also shipped major releases (Mac OS B through 
OS 9.2.2) of its traditional operating system. And if all that 
wasn't enough, Tevanian has kept Apple engineers busy 
releasing substantlaI upgrades (Puma, Jaguar, and Panther) 
to Mac OS X three years running. 

Bruce Totjnazzini 

One of the reasons the Mac 
remains so popular is its 
legendary ease of use, but 
as Windows demonstrates, 
that takes more than just 
slapping a mouse onto a 
computer with a graphical 
user interface. A lot of 
thought went into 
determining the best ways 
to accomplish tasks, the ideal placements of buttons, the 
correct names of menus, etc. That effort was led by Bruce 
Tognazzinf, who became employee #66 when he joined 
Apple in 1978. Over his 14-year career at the company, 
“Tog,” as he is affectionately known, founded the Apple 
Human Interface Group that codified the rules of 
designing software "the Macintosh way." Just as 
importantly. Tog acted as Apple's Human Interface 
Evangelist to spread the word and ensure compliance 
among Macintosh developers so that applications were 
consistent in overall appearance and operation.

Best place to get classic games 


n 2003 we reviewed MacMAME (Mac Multiple Arcade 
Machine Emulator, www.macmame.org), a free emulator that 
revives classic arcade machines from the 70s, 80s, and 90s 
on your Mac - much in the same way that VirtualPC emulates 
a Windows-compatible computer. But although MacMAME 
emulates the technology underlying arcade games, it doesn't 
actually Include the games themselves. For that, you need ROM 
image files culled from the arcade game's original chips. 

Until recently, MacMAME users who wanted to get these 
ROM files had two options: Buy the original arcade games 
and use Byzantine equipment to read the data; or download 
ROM files from the Internet via pirate Web sites and peer-to- 
peer services. The former is a daunting, time-consuming, and expensive 
process, while the latter is an easier and cheaper, but more legally precarious, 
approach. 

But now a company has stepped in to give gamers legal and easy access to 
game ROMs. Based on the same concept as Apple's iTunes Music Store, 
StarROMs. (www.starroms.com) sells vintage arcade game ROMs that work with 
MacMAME and its kin. The company kicked off last October with dozens of 
ROMs from classic Atari arcade games such as Missile Command, Tempest, 
Asteroids, and others. 

As we went to press, the selection on StarROMs' Web site was limited 
to Atari games. However, with dozens of classics to choose from, there should 
be enough to keep even the most ardent arcade enthusiast busy for hours.

Squad-based military games are odd ducks: they aren't 
quite action games, and they aren’t quite strategy games. 
They are, however, incredibly challenging and complex 
simulations of real-life military exercises. And this year, 
Aspyr brought an outstanding example of this genre 
to the Mac. 

in Tom Clancy's Ghost Recon, you're in charge of 
a team of elite commandos called Ghosts. With each 
mission, you must complete a series of objectives and 
get your team out alive. There are secondary goals, 
too, which will raise your status as a covert ops hero 
if completed in time. Although the game Is set in the 
future, the weapons and situations— such as quelling 
East African unrest or putting an end to an uprising 
in Russia - are definitely current. 

Ghost Recon gives you more action and requires 
less planning than past Tom Clancy games, so there’s 
a quicker payoff for the attention-deprived player. 
Improved graphics and realistic sound effects add to 
the sense of immersion. (The game even has samples of 
birdsongs from the areas you visit,) And kudos to Aspyr 
for bundling both the original Ghost Recon game and its 
expansion pack, Desert Shield, together In this combo.

Halo 

Few who witnessed Halo's debut at the 1999 Macworld Expo keynote speech 
would have believed it would be 2003 before MacSoft finally got the game into 
the hands of Mac users. 

If you've already played Halo on an Xbox, you can expect a very different 
experience on the Mac. For one thing, it looks much better thanks to high- 
resolution support (for settings as high as 1,600-x-1,200) and pixel-shading 
technology found in newer graphics cards. Pixel shading provides more-realistic 
lighting and reflection details. 

Halo also sports a new weapon, new vehicles, new maps, and several 
customizable multiplayer games - including PC-to-Mec multiplayer gaming 
support. 


Unreal Tournament 2004 

The Mac version of Unreal Tournament 2003, from MacSoft, may have arrived 
more than half a year after its PC counterpart, but the next installment is shipping 
at almost the same time. The latest edition of this futuristic arena combat series 
offers new game play modes, weapons, player models, and vehicles. 

Favourite features included with the original Unreal Tournament but missing 
from UT 2K3 - for example, the Assault mode, where players try to achieve 
mission objectives - will make a comeback in UT 2K4. And fans of long-range 
shooting will be happy to have the Sniper Rifle back in their arsenal.

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Easy Mac maintenance 

Run your Mac's seif-repair routines automatically. By Dan Frakes 


J ust like your ca r, your Mac needs routi ne 
maintenance in order to run smoothly. 
Unlike your car, your Mac can perform 
some of this maintenance on its own. 

Two important tasks to perform regularly 
are Disk Utility's Repair Permissions 
and OS X's Unix maintenance scripts. 


Repair Permissions ensures that system- 
level files have the correct privileges set; this 
is important because incorrect permissions 
can prevent applications from launching, 
cause problems with printing, and even 
affect startup. OS X's Unix maintenance 
scripts perform tasks that free-up disk

Meet cron 

I To automate an action with cron, 
you need to open a cron tab (a cron 
table, or schedule) and then create 
a new entry - much as you'd create 
a repeating calendar appointment 
- that tells cron what to do and when 
CronniX gives you an easy-to-use 
interface for working with cron tabs. 
Launch CronniX and then choose Fife; 
Open System Crontab, {Because these 
are system*level tasks, you're going to 
edit the system-level crontab; however. 
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users also have individual cron tabs.) 

You'll notice that the default crontab 
(A) already has three entries; I'll talk about 
them later Right now, you want to create 
a new entry, so click on the New button. 
The resulting schedule window (B) lets 
you create a schedule tor the desired 
action and then designate that action, 
l run Repair Permissions once a week, 
Friday mornings at 10; 15am, (Whatever 
day and time you choose, make sure it's 
a time when your Mac will be on and 
awake.) Using my setup as an example, 
enter in the Minute field 
and in the Hour field 
(cron uses the 24-hour dock). 

These two fields tell 
cron to execute this action 
at 10 15 am. The Month 
and Day Of Month options 
are unimportant, so put a 
checkmark In those options' 
boxes, or type an asterisk { ) 
in the value field - this tells 
cron to execute the event 
for any value of these fields. 

Finally, select the Fr (for Friday) option. 

Tell cron what to do 

2 Next you need to tell cron what 
you want it to do at the specified 
time. Although you can run Repair 
Permissions from Disk Utility, you can 
also run it from Terminal via a Unix 
command; this is the command 
we'll tell cron to run. 

In the Schedule window's Command 


field (C). first erase the example contents, 
and then type the following line; : ; :kutil 
re pa ^Permissions / 

The slash () indicates that you want 
to run Repair Permissions on the startup 
volume. This command doesn't give 
you any feedback; when you run Repair 
Permissions from Disk Utility, you get 
a report of the repairs it makes, I like to 
see this report, so I've used the following 
command instead (it should all be on 
one line, and case is Important); Kuril 
repairPormissions i » /Users/user 
na m e/ D e skt op/pe rm i s si on re pai rs. txt 
(Replace user name with your user 
name,) Now your Mac will save a text 
report of repairs on the Desktop, 

Make sure the Prepend "/usr/bin/open" 
option (D) Isn't selected, and then click 
the New button to create the new event. 
Your new scheduled event will appear In 
the crontab. To test It, select It and then 
choose Task; Run Now. It all goes well 
(and if you've elected to save a report), 
the report should show up on your desktop 
after the utility has repaired permissions 
(this takes a few minutes). 

Before exiting CronniX, click Save 
to keep the changes you made to the 
crontab. CronniX will ask for your 
administrator user name and password 
to verify that you have permission to make 
system-level changes. Your new crontab 
entry takes effect immediately. Repair 
Permissions will run in the background 
at the specified time, without your 
having to lift a finger. 
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Ever-vigilant cron 



I f you don't have a Unix background, 
the cron utility is most likely foreign 
to you. However, it J s one of the 
simplest and most useful Unix utilities 
you'll find in OS X. Cron runs in the 
background whenever your Mac is on. 
Every minute, it checks schedules called 
crontabs to see whether any command 
or script is supposed to run, If so, it 
runs them. If not, it takes a nap for 60 
seconds, then checks again, and so on. 

Anything you can do via a Terminal 
command, Unix shell script, or Mac OS 
AppleScript, you can run via cron at a 
specific day, date, and time. {The step- 
by-step section of this column provides 
you with a couple of good examples; 
for others, see "Put AppleScripts on a 
schedule".) You can even perform simple 
actions such as launching an application 
or opening a document fusing the 
Terminal command ). 

Crontabs - the schedules that tell cron 
what should run and when - are located 
in the invisible /etc/crontab directory, for 
the system crontab, and /var/cran/tabs, 
for user-specific crontabs {Although we re 
editing the system-level crontab in this 
article because we're performing system- 
level tasks, you should generally edit only 
your own user-level crontab.) The crontab 
format is a bit messy. Each event consists 
of a single line with values for the minute. 


hour, day of month, month, day of week, 
user name, and command. For example, 
the default crontab entry that runs OS X's 
weekly maintenance script is 
* 6 root periodic weekly 

This entry tells cron that at 4:1 bam 
every Saturday (the sixth day of the week 
- the week starts on Monday), regardless 
of the month or the day of the month, the 
root user Should run the periodic weekly 
command. At 4:15am Saturday morning, 
cron finds a maLch for that entry and then 
runs the command. User-specific crontabs 
omit the user name variable, since all 
events in a user s crontab are executed 
as that user. 

You can view the system-level crontab 
by typing cat in Terminal; 

likewise, you can edit crontabs In Terminal 
with the crontab command. However, 


viewing and working 
with crontabs in 
Terminal gets messy, 
and a utility such 
as CronniX makes 
the process easier. 
CronniX lets you 
access your own 
user-lave I crontab 
or, assuming 
your account has 
administrative access, 
the system-level (root) 
crontab. Entries for the chosen crontab are 
displayed in a format similar to Terminal's, 
but with labelled columns that you can 
rearrange if you find them easier to read 
in a different order. You can also create 
a new entry {via the New button), delete 
an entry {by selecting it and clicking on 
Delete), enable or disable any entry, or 
click on the Edit button to edit the selected 
entry. When you're done, click on the Save 
button to save changes, which take effect 
immediately. CronniX also lets you run 
a particular entry on cue (via the Run 
Now button). To view a different crontab 
in CronniX, choose Open For User or 
Open System Crontab from the File menu. 

To learn more about cron, read the 
cron manual (type in Terminal) 

or visit the CronniX Web site at wvuw.koch- 
sc h mi dt de/cra n n ix/docs/index. htm I. 





A fter reading the main article, you 
should know how to use cron to 
run Unix scripts and commands. 

It's just as easy to launch OS X applications 
and AppleScripts. 

Launch CronniX and open your user- 
level crontab by choosing File: Open For 
User and then typing your user name. 

Create a new event by clicking on the 
New button. Schedule the event as you did in 
the main article - choose the days, dates, and 
time you want the application or AppleScript 
to launch. However, in the Command area 
of the schedule window, delete the example 
text and select the Prepend "/usr/bln /open” 
option (F). 

Click on the Browse button (G). Using 
the file dialog box, navigate to the 
application or AppleScript you want to run 
at the designated time(s). In the example 
shown here, I've chosen an AppleScript 
I wrote that launches iTunes and then tells 
it to begin playing music. I've scheduled 
this AppleScript to run just before noon on 
weekdays - perfect for reminding me that it's 
time to go to lunch. Click on the New button 
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to create your new crontab entry. Then 
click on Save to save your edited crontab, 
Because this Is your user-level crontab, 
it will execute some events, particularly those 
that work with applications, only when you're 
logged in to your account. This is convenient 
for me, as I don't want my iTunes alarm event 
to run when someone else is using my Mad 
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Schedule the scripts 


Edit daily schedules 

I OS X comes with three Unix 
maintenance scripts - daily, 
weekly, and monthly - which you 
see in the default system crontab. These 
scripts are already scheduled to run on 
a daily, weekly, and monthly schedule, 
respectively. However, because of a 
long Unix history we won't get into, 
the default times (the daily script runs 
at 3:1 Bam; the weekly, at 4:15am on 
Saturday; and the monthly, on the first 
day of each month at 5:30am) mean 
that the scripts will never run for 
Mac users who shut down their 
Macs or put them to sleep at night. 



Utilities such as Brian Hill's free 
M acJ an itor (http;//person a I pa g es.tds.net/ 
-hrianjiill/macjanitar.html) and Atomic Bird's 
$8 Macaroni (www.atomicbirdxom) let you 
manually run these scripts or periodically 
check to see whether they've run, but it s 
more convenient to adjust the schedules 
so the scripts run when your Mac is likely 
to be awake. You'll use CronniX again, 
but this time, you'll edit the existing entries 
for the daily, weekly, and monthly scripts. 

In CronniX, open the system-level 
crontab. In the Command column, you'll 
see the three cron events that run these 
scripts. 


Select the daily (here, periodic daily) 
entry and click on the Edit button. In the 
schedule window that appears fE), change 
the Minute and Hour fields from 15 and 3, 
respectively, to a time when your Mac is 
generally on and awake. I changed mine 
to 12 pm, when I'm often at lunch, by 
entering in the Minute field and 
In the Hour field. (Leave the other fields 
alone, since you still want the script 
to run every day} Click on Apply to 
save your changes. 


2 Edit weekly schedules 
Now you'll alter the weekly 
day and time. 

Select the entry for the weekly script 
and click on Edit, If you don't typically 
use your Mac on weekends, deselect the 
Sa (for Saturday) option and select one 
of the week-day options. Then edit the 
Hour and Minute fields to reflect a time 
when your Mac will be on and awake. 
(Avoid choosing the same time you 
used for the daily script.) Click on Apply. 


3 Edit monthly schedules 

Making your final change to the 
monthly schedule is a bit trickier. 
Since the monthly script is set to run on 
the same date each month, if the chosen 
date happens to fall on a weekend and 
your computer isn't running on weekends, 
the script won't run. For this reason, 
you should create two crontab entries 
for the monthly script. 

Select the entry for the monthly script 
and click Edit. I recommend keeping the 
Day Of Monih field set to 1 (which means 
the script will run on the first day of every 
month). Enter appropriate Hour and Minute 
values, just as you did for the daily and 
weekly scripts. (I use 12:45pm) Click 
Apply to save changes. 

Next, select the entry you just edited 
in CronniX and choose Edit: Duplicate 
Task. Select the duplicate entry, click Edit, 
and then change the Day Of Month field 
to a different day. I recommend 5 - since 


it's impossible for both the first and 
fifth days of any month to fall on a 
weekend, this ensures that your monthly 
maintenance script will run the first 
week of every month. {In some months, 
both of these dates will fall on weekdays, 
meaning the script will run twice. Don't 
worry - this does no harm.) Click Apply; 

4 Don't forget to save 

You're almost ready to sit back 
and let the scripts do your 
maintenance work. 

Click Save and then provide your 
admin user name and password. 

Your edits will take effect immediately 
and your maintenance scripts will run 
during normal working hours. If youVe 
been using Mac OS X for a white and 
you've never run these scripts, you could 
gain a significant amount of hard-drive 
space the first time they run because 
of their cleaning actions. 


C More maintenance 

Running Repair Permissions and 
the maintenance scripts regularly 
will go a long way toward maintaining 
smooth operations on your Mac, 
but they don't fix everything. 

You should also run Disk Utility's Repair 
Disk once a month or so, on both your 
startup drive and any additional volumes. 
Repair Disk checks your hard drive for 
damage and directory problems; such 
damage, if it's serious enough, can 
prevent your Mac from even booting. 

It's also a good idea to occasionally 
run a more advanced disk-repair utility 
such as Alsoft's £70 (including VAT) 
DiskWarrior {www.alsoft.com) to ensure 
that your disk's directory is in tip-top 
shape. 

Keeping your Mac running smoothly 
needs some work, but automating some 
of the tasks as described here, and 
maintaining a regular schedule of disk 
care, should grant you a stabler, more 
trouble-free experience in the long run. 


space and keep the OS tidy by updating 
and backing up databases, cleaning out 
temporary files, and cleaning up system logs.

f you're like most Mac users, youVe probably 
never taken advantage of OS X s services 
- systemwide shortcuts that let you use 
one application's abilities from within another, 
if this is the case, you're missing out on a great 
productivity tool. Services, which are available 
from the application name; Services submenu, 
let you work quickly with text, graphics, files, 
folders - almost any kind of content. More 
specifically, they allow you to draw on the 
powers of another application If the one you're 
working in doesn't provide the tods you need. 

Services in action You have to see services 
in action to really appreciate them. To take 
advantage of them, you select the desired 
content and then choose a service from 
the submenu. 

Say someone emails you directions to a 
party, and you want to create a Stickies note 
with that information. You could highlight 
the text in Mail, copy it. launch Stickies, open 
a new note, and paste the text into the note. 
Bui with services, you can simply highlight the 
text and select Mail: Services: Make New Sticky 
Note. (Or in this case, press 3£-shift-Y; many 
services have their own keyboard shortcuts, 
which are listed next to the service name in 
the menu.) 

Or perhaps you're browsing a Web site 
In Safari and you want to copy some text 
to a new TextEdit document Just highlight 
the text, and then select Safari: Services: 
TextEdit: Open Selection. What if you 
want to add a screenshot to a TextEdit 
document? Instead of taking the 

shot, finding it on your 
desktop, and dragging 
it to TextEdit, place 
the cursor where you 
want the screenshot to 
appear in the document, 
and select TextEdit: 
Services: Crab: Screen 
(or Selection, if you want 
only part of the screen). 
Grab will take the 
screenshot and insert 
it into your document. 
Another interesting 
example is the 
Summarize service, 
which will reduce a

large block of text - an online news article, 
for example - to a brief summary. Select 
a large text passage in a program that 
supports services, such as TextEdit. Safari, 
or Mail, and then select application name: 

Services: Summarize. A sum mary of the 
selected text will appear in a new window. 

You can even decide how compact the 
summary should be. Once you're satisfied, 
you can copy the summary for use in another 
app. I've found that the summaries this service 
generates are often surprisingly accurate.

Expanding your services 

The previous examples demonstrate 
OS X's built-in services, but the real power 
of the services system lies in its expandability. 
Applications can add their own services, and 
you can install third-party services packages. 

Application Additions Placing an 
application in your Applications folder will 
make its services available the next time you 
log in. Select Go To Folder from the Finder's 
Go menu, enter /Applications, and dick 
on Go to open the Applications folder. 

(If you delete an application, its services 
will disappear when you next log in.) 

For example, if you often gather text 
for research, a n u m ber of ireformation 
databases, such as Devon Technologies' 

£21 Devonth6nk {www.devon- 
technologies.com), provide services . 

that let you select text in any 
application and then quickly add it 
to your database as a plain text or 
rich-text note. (It can even summarize 
long passages of text.) Using these 
services, you can reduce a five- or 
six-step process to just one or two. 

Likewise, applications such as Bare Bones 
Software's BBEdit, Apple's Safari, and The 
Omni Group's OmniDictionary have their own 
services for working with text, opening URLs, 
and looking up word definitions, respectively. 
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Standalone services To install a services 
package that isn't associated with any 
application and make it available to all 
users of your Mac put it fn the Services folder 
inside your general Library folder. Select Go 
To Folder from the Finder’s Co menu, enter 
/Library/Services, and click on Go to open 
the Services folder inside this Library folder. 

To restrict its use to just your own account, 
select Go To Folder from the Finder's Go menu 
and enter "/Library/Services (the tilde ["] 
represents your Home folder). Click Go to open 
the Services folder inside your user folder's 
Library folder, After you logout and then 
back in, the new services will be available. 

You can find many third-party services 
packages at VersionTracker.com or 
Macllpdate.com). One of the best is Devon 
Technologies'free Word Service 2.5

For example, 
if you find yourself frequently performing 
the same actions on text, create a set 
of manipulations and make it a service. 

Services are great, but they do have a 
few limitations. Sometimes you’ll find that 
the submenu is either dimmed or empty. 

The most common reason for this is that you 
haven’t yet selected content (text, graphics,

1. Mac Slides Publisher allows you to create 
a slide show from a group of photos, and thei 
upload it to your iDisk so other OS X users can 
subscribe to it.

2. Apple s iDisk Utility provides a number of tools for working with iDisks, Like the 
iDisk tab of OS X's Internet preferences, iDisk Utility lets you quickly check the 
capacity and current usage of your iDisk, as well as configure your iDisk's Public 
folder. However, iDisk Utility also provides a few unique options. 

The Open Public Folder screen quickly opens any member's iDisk Public folder 
simply by typing the user's member name. (If the folder is password-protected, 
you'll be prompted for the password.) The Open iDisk screen lets you access any 
iDisk by entering the Mac member name and password. These features are much 
quicker than using OS X's Connect To Server dialog box. In addition, if you've more 
than one IDisk, iDisk Utility lets you access any of them quickly, (The Finder's Go: 
iDisk command works only for the single account listed in the [Disk tab of the Internet 
preferences pane.) 

3. Apple’s iDisk Utility for Windows XP provides the same tools as the 05 X version 
and is actually the only way to work with an iDisk from a computer running Windows. 
Apple encourages Mac members to distribute the utility to their Windows-using 
friends.

or a file or folder) that a service can use. 

But that's not the only possibility. Some 
programs don't make use of services. Most 
apps written in Apple's Cocoa environment 
support them; however, developers not using 
Cocoa face some extra work. Currently, some 
popular applications such as Microsoft Word 
don't take advantage of services, although 
other non-Cocoa apps, such as BBEdit and 
OS X's Finder, do. 

Another hitch: As of OS X 10.2, having 
too many (more than 70) services installed 
prevents the Services menu from functioning 
in non-Cocoa applications that support 
services, including the Finder, if this happens 
to you, remove a few of your custom-installed 
services and then log out and back in.

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Mic all night 

Know the right microphone for the right occasion. By Jim Heid 


ound is an essential part of any movie, 
and nothing more dearly identifies 
"V the work of fledgling filmmakers than 
bad sound, ft can turn indoor shots 
into a cacophony of unintelligible voices, 
unwanted noise, and room echoes. And it 
can make outdoor shots sound as though 
they'd been shot in the middle of a hurricane. 

Don't make your viewers reach for the 
mute button. With the right equipment and 
a few tricks of the trade, you can d ra matica I ly 
improve your audio and give your movies 
a professional touch. 

Blame the built-in 

When It comes to bad a udio, the most 
common culprit is the camcorder's built-in 
microphone. Consumer-grade camcorders 
tend to have low-quality mics. Often positioned 
far back on the camera or next to the drive 
mechanism, these mics have an uncanny knack 
for muffling the sounds you want to capture 
wh fie a mplrfying the ones you don't the 
whine of the camera's motors, for exam pie. 

To make matters worse, filmmakers often 
hold the built-in mic too far away from the 
audio's source. If you 're shooting a school 
play from halfway across an auditorium, 
you may be getting great close-ups with 
your zoom fens - but the mic is still 50 feet 
from the stage, and it hears every room echo, 
excited parental whisper, and muffled cough. 

So what can you do about your built-in 
mic? Easy—just don't use it. Instead, invest 
in a high-quality external mic and place 
it close to the action. 

Choosing an external mic 

Before you buy an external microphone, 
you should make sure your camcorder can 
accept one. Most midrange and all high- 
end camcorders have external mic jacks, 

(In most cases, it's a 1/8-inch stereo minijack.) 

Microphones come in many sizes and 
designs. Which one you should choose depends 
largely on the type of films you create. For 
example, a lavalier mic, which clips to lapets 
or shirts, is great for recording training videos 
or anything else with a single voice. However, 
it isn't suitable for recording live music. 

U n less you can afford to buy a mic for 


every occasion, you'll want to choose 
one that can adapt to different scenarios. 

Here are a few options to consider: 

A genera l-purpose mic The most versatile 
type you can buy is a single-point stereo mic. 

A stereo mic bundles two microphone capsules 
in one package. This arrangement helps 
it get accurate balance and separation 
between the left and right audio channels, 

I tested Audio-Technica’s £349 including 
VAI AT822 stereo mic (pictured: www.aiidio- 
technics,eo.uk} with my Canon Elura. \ was 
astounded at the difference in sound quality. 
The AT822's recorded audio sounded much 
richer, free from the tinny 
qualities common with 



camcorder mics. Ets 
removable foam 
pop-shield not 
only reduced 
outdoor wind 
noise but also 
helped prevent 
plosives - boomy, 
percussive 
consonants such as + B’s and 
'P's-when I recorded narration inside.

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A field guide to microphone placement 

SCENARIO 

IDEAL MIC PLACEMENT 

Solo piano 

A foot from the centre of the piano's harp, pointed at the strings. 

(The piano's recital ltd should be open.) 

Wedding 

As close to the couple as possible. Many wedding ceremony video graph ers attach a wireless 
lavalier mic to the groom or the officiator, {Bridal gowns lend to rustle too much.) A mic hidden 
in a nearby flower arrangement may also work. 

School play 

Position the mic high, pointing down toward the stage at about a 45 degree angle. II you can't 
set up your own micro phone stand onstage, try lo place the mic at most a few feet away and 
as dose to centre-stage as possible. 

Narrator 

The mic should he 6 to 9 inches from the Speaker's mouth and pointed downward, 
lo avoid plosive problems, use a pop-shield and position the mic just off to the side, 
pointing at the mouth. Alternatively, use a lavalier mic attached to the speaker's shirt. 

Choral group 

Place the mic 1 to 3 feet above and 2 to 4 feet in front of the first row of singers.

If you'll be moving around while filming 
and need to keep the mic with you, consider 
attaching the external mic to your camera, 
Many mics come with an adaptor that mounts 
on your camcorder s accessory shoe- a smalt 
bracket often located on the top of the zoom 
lens. If your camera lacks this feature, get 
Sony's £13 (including VAT) VCT-S3QL Cold 
Shoe Arm, an accessory-shoe that screws 
into your camera's tripod mount. 

Keep in mind, though, that you'll get 
the best sound when your mic is dose to the 
source - especially if you're recording a lecturer 
or another stationary subject- In these cases, 
you'll want to place the mic on a stand; this 
gives you the freedom to stand farther back 
with your camera, With high-quality extension 
cables, you can position a stereo mic and 
camera roughly 25 feet apart, (The ATS22 
Includes a 10-foot cable ) At greater distances, 
however, you risk losing some high frequencies 
while picking up hum and other electrical 
noise* 

Long-distance mic If you need greater 
distance between your camera and the mic, 
consider purchasing a balanced mic, which 
is wired in a way that reduces electrical 
noise and allows cable runs as long as 
100 feet or even longer* A balanced mic 
costs more than an unbalanced one, but 
it may be worth the extra money if you 
often film events such as theatrical 
performances and need long cable runs. 

Balanced mics typically require an XLR jack, 
something only high-end camcorders tend to 
offer* However, you can connect a balanced mic 
to your camcorder s unbalanced miniplug jack 


Capture ambient noise 


f you're shooting scenes where the 
audio is mostly ambient sound - the 
waves at a beach or the din of a party, 
for example - take the time lo shoot 
several minutes of uninterrupted video 
while keeping the camera stationary. 

After importing the video into your 
editor, delete the video track and keep the 


audio. (In (Movie, drag the video clip 
to the timeline and choose Extract 
Audio from the Advanced menu,) 

You now have a seamless audio 
bed upon which you can put a series 
of muted video shots. This technique 
eliminates jarring changes in sound 
between each shot.

Placement is everything 

While the addition of an external microphone 
should help you record better audio, it's still 
only half of the equation. To do justice to 
any mic, you need to know how to position 
it properly. 

How close should the mic be? That depends 
on what you're recording [see 'Afield guide 
to mic placement '), The closer the mic is to 
a sound's source, the less room noise and 
reverberation it picks up. But if its too dose* 
the stereo separation will become exaggerated 
- some sounds will come only from the left or 
the right speaker, while sounds in the centre 
will end up too loud* 

if you're planning to record a live 
performance, show up for rehearsals so you 
can experiment with different mic distances, 
if your camera has a headphone jack, connect 
a good pair of headphones - the cups should 
surround your ears to block out external 
sounds. Record a test and play it back, listening 
for proper separation and minimal room noise* 

For additional help, Shure, a microphone 
manufacturer, offers excellent mic-placement 
tutorials. You can download them from 
w w w.sh ure . com/h og kl ets 

Recording narration 

A movie's soundtrack doesn't always originate 
in the fietd. With narration or voice-overs, 
for example, sound recording happens during 
the postproduclion process - a scenario that 
presents its own set of audio requirements. 

When recording narration, you want to 
eliminate as much ambient noise as possible. 
Consider assembling a makeshift sound booth 
that will absorb room echoes while blocking 
out the noise of your computer and hard drive. 
For soundproofing that you can use over and 
over again, invest In some sound-absorbing 
acoustical foam (see www.studiospares.co.uk 
for a wide selection), and glue it onto two 
sheets of plywood or foam core* Position the 
two sheets in front of you in a V shape, with 
the mic at the narrow end. If you're on a tight 
budget, you can use blankets, pi flows, carpet 
remnants, or even a coat closet to achieve the 
same effect The idea is to surround yourself 
and the mic with sound-absorbing material. 

Record your narration at the beginning of 
the editing process so you can then edit the 
accompanying footage to match the speaker's 
pacing. (To record narration in Apple's iMovie, 
use the Audio pane, in Final Cut Express, use 
the Voice Over tool.) Try to cut from one shot 
to another at natural breaks in the narration, 
such as at the end of sentence. 

By using a good mic and the proper 
placement, you'll record sparkling sound that 
complements your video instead of detracting 
from it. Your movie will have less hiss, dearer 
voices, a richer texture, and an impressed 
audience. MW

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Emergency OCR 

Data recovery - when you don't even have data. By David Fanning

P icture the scene: youVe written a paper 
or a business plan, it’s been reviewed, 
marked or put before the board, and 
now everybody wants to see it. The problem 
is you deleted it, saved over it f or lost the 
original electronic document. Whatever the 
reason, you now only have your masterpiece 
in a paper format, and being a tittle dog-eared, 
you can! just photocopy it. 

This might seem like a rare or even 
ridiculous scenario, but it happens - and even 
if it hasn't happened to you yet, it could. That's 
why you'll want to keep this month's Macworld 
cover CD in a safe place, because one day, 
for whatever reason, you'll be glad you had 
an optical character-recognition (OCR) tool. 

Iris, the leading OCR specialist, has been 


kind enough to let us present you with 
version 7.6 of Readies Pro, It isn't the latest 
version - that's version 9, reviewed on page 62* 
However, version 7,6 is Mac OS 9 and 
OS X compatible and is 100 per cent free to 
Macworld readers on the cover disc of this 
issue. You can register it: you can even upgrade 
it. Whatever you do, make sure you have it 
loaded, just in case. 

There are two ways of using Read iris Pro; 
either directly with a scanner, or by using it to 
read image files. Whichever input method you 
employ, Readiris can take a solid block of pixels 
and translate them into an editable text file. 

Imagine retyping that 50-page proposal 
yourself, and then go and put our cover disc 
in a fireproof safe. 


Recovering the unrecoverable 


One© you've installed Read iris Pro. 
it needs an input to get the text into 
the Mac. if you have pre-scanned 
files, you can simply open them in the 
application. 

Better still, you should be able to 
scan directly from Readiris - if you 
have a scanner. All scanners should 
be supported, so long as they have either 
a TWAIN driver, or a Photoshop plug-in 
While this covers all the scanners I've 
ever found, they may not work without 
a little tweaking. Newer scanners should 
install the driver in the Application 
Support folder that hides in your Library 
folder in the top level of your hard drive. 

If your scanner is older, or for some 
reason the installer doesn't automatically 
install a driver in the Application Support 
folder, you may have to do it manually. 

Do this by looking in your Photoshop 
folder (if you have one) for the scanner 
plug-in. If it isn't there, it may be 
necessary to download an installer 
for your scanner drivers and reinstall.

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you're ready to go. While you have the 
Preferences open, it’s look at the other 
options. One checkbox that's definitely 
worth ticking is the Force to 300dpi option. 
Otherwise it has a tendency to scan things 
at 72dpi, which gives less-impressive 
results. Close the box, and you're ready. 


Once you've found the driver, 
drag a copy of it into the Application 
support folder. 

2 After relaunching Readiris Pro 7.6, 
look under the Readiris menu for the 
preferences. They should show your 
scanner (and possibly others) in a drop¬ 
down menu. Select the right model and 
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Icon action 

Iris is a Belgian company that it prides itself on its language support. For that reason the toolbar is labelled with icons only, but the functions aren't always entirely 
obvious Simply let your cursor hover over the icons and the labels will appear 


There's a very tempting button to 
press that claims it will do Automatic 
OCR. This is a bit hopeful; if you've 
anything more complex than a regular 
page of text, this option will give 
unpredictable results. If you do have 
neatly printed text, this button could 
be the only button you need to press. 
Otherwise, there are more things to do. 

Go to the settings menu and select Page 
Deskewing and Orientation detection. 
These will make sure that even if the 
page is wonky in the scanner, it won't 
affect the OCR. 

4 Clicking the scanner icon in the 
toolbar will launch the scanner 
software, which will vary according 
to your scanner. Set the resolution to at 
lest 300dpi and after a pre-scan, scan the 
area that's to be converted to text. When 
happy with your selection, tell it to scan 
and move on to step five 

5 What comes up next is the scanned 
document with each block of text 
and each image in yellow boxes. 
Each box is linked either by arrows or 
is optionally numbered to denote the

order in which the text will run. Readiris 
is pretty good at this, but if you spot 
any mistakes, it means going into zone 
sorting mode. It isn't as scary as it sounds 
- it simply means clicking on each zone 
in the order you want them to appear 
when translated. 

If the zones are out of whack, you 
may need to select your own. This, 
again, is simply a matter of drawing 
boxes around areas and deciding 
whether they are graphics, text or tables. 

6 This step is optional, but if you’re 
scanning a foreign language, you 
can select the language from the 
languages button. This will make things 
easier because otherwise an English 
dictionary won't know what to do 
with a French document. 



7 Another optional step, but if you 
intend to regularly scan an odd font, 
such as a script or novelty font, you 
may want to turn on learning. Readiris is 
fine with most normal fonts, but unusual 
ones can throw off its ability to recognize 
text. With learning turned on, it will 
prompt you for any letters it doesn't 


recognize and remember them for nest 
time. Keep this turned off unless there's 
a need for it. 

8 Choose your output file. For most 
things. RTF will be the file of choice 
because it's editable. However, you 
can output to PDF, HTML and plain .txt. 

If attempting to save the same layout 
style, PDF or HTML will give the most 
accurate layout. You may need to set an 
application to launch with the created file. 

9 Hit the OCR button and let it rip. 

If things don't turn out to your 
liking, you can always go back and 
rearrange the boxes or output format. 
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You will find version 7.6 of Readiris 
on this month's cover CD. It's a full 
version for you to keep, but there 
is also a 30-day demo version of 
the latest version 9. Version 9 is a 
more sophisticated and advanced 
version, so regular OCR users 
may want to upgrade. Not only 
is Iris giving you version 7.6, but

Deploy Unix applicant),*. By Jim Akin 



f the idea of running Unix applications on 
your Mac excites you but using Terminal 
drives you crazy, you may be wishing for 
some sort of middle ground between OS X’s 
polished Aqua interface and its raw command 
line. Your wish has already been granted, 
in the form of XU, a longtime Unix system 
for running applications that have graphical 
interfaces you control with your mouse. 

With Xll, you can run a host of powerful, 
useful, fun, and free applications. 

Apple has integrated Xll into Mac OS X 
10.3 (Panther), but even if you're not using 
Panther, you can get a jump-start by installing 
the public beta version of Xll from Apple and 
then using another program, FinkCommander, 
to find, install, and use cool Xll applications. 

A bit of Xposition 

Before installation begins, here’s a little 
background: The terms Xll, X Window System, 
and just plain X are interchangeable and 
refer to a collection of software modules and 
libraries that replicate the interface experience 
of Mac OS or Windows for the Unix crowd. 

Variants of Xll have been developed 
to run on virtually every computer platform, 
and serious Xll fans have been running one 
of them, the open-source XFree86 (originally 
built for Intel-based PCs), on Macs since the 
earliest days of OS X. Last year Apple released 
its own version of XFree86 with a few 
enhancements, including default support 
for OS X Quartz technology, which produces 
familiar transparent windows, buttons, 
scroll bars, and so on. 

Getting started 

Before you install Xll, remember that it’s 
beta software, so the usual caveats apply: 
back up your system before installation, 
and test all Xll applications thoroughly to 
make sure they're stable before using them 
for critical work. Having said that, Xll beta 3 
proved very stable in our testing. And because 
Xll runs on a peer level with the Aqua 
interface - both run on top of your Mac’s 
Unix core - neither it nor the applications 
that run under it are likely to interfere with 
your Aqua or Classic applications or settings. 
Before you download Xll, you’ll need an 


up-to-date version of the December 2002 
release of Apple’s Developer Tools for OS X. 

If you didn’t get it with your copy of Jaguar, 
go to https://connect.apple.com, fill out a 
registration form, click first on Download 
Software and then on Developer Tools, and 
download the latest version of the package 
and any updaters. The Developer Tools 
installer, which requires an administrator- 
level password, will create a new /Developer 
folder. Resist the temptation to move the 
folder to /Applications or anywhere else. 

Now it's finally time to grab Xll. Head 
to www.apple.com/macosx/x11/download/, click 
on the Download Xll button, and then go 
back and click on the Download SDK link in 
the lower right corner of the page. Run the Xll 
installer and then the SDK installer. When it’s 
all done, click the Xll icon in your Applications 
folder and fire up Xll. You'll know you've 
succeeded when your cursor briefly turns into 
a cool X and a window, titled xterm, that looks 
suspiciously like Terminal opens on your screen.

Before you get started with Xll, it's a 
good idea to make it a bit more Mac-like. 

Choose Xll: Preferences and select Emulate 
Three Button Mouse. Once you do this, a 
single-button Mac mouse will act like a three- 
button Unix mouse: option-click will emulate 
a right-click (which appears in Xll-application 
shortcut lists as Ctrl-Click or C-Click) and 
3€-dick will emulate the middle button 
(M-Click or Meta-Click in shortcut lists). 

In standard Linux applications, switching 
between open windows requires clicking 
on each new window twice. The first click 
focuses the window, or makes it active; 
the second interacts with the contents of 
the window, moving a cursor or activating 
a button. A hidden option in Apple’s Xll 
application eliminates this excruciating dick- 
to-focus behaviour. To turn the option on, quit 
Xll, open Terminal, and type l.jult 

When you restart 
Xll, all windows will respond on the first click. 

Think Fink 

The powerful FinkCommander utility works 
with the Unix command to let you 
browse a continually updated directory 
of Unix applications and download, 
install, or update any program you choose. 

As with Xll, you'll need to install a couple 
of components to get FinkCommander up

never really understood why Windows’ ability to display Web pages on the desktop 
was worthy of envy by Mac users. But Steven Frank, the cofounder of Mac software 
maker Panic (www.panic.com), has managed to create a clever hack that does almost 
the same thing. WebDesktop {http://stevenf.com/index.php?node=WebDesktop) uses Apple's 
WebKit HTML rendering engine the same one used by Safari - to display a Web page 
on your desktop. Click in the Dock to activate WebDesktop, and you can even load 
hyperlinked pages in the same transparent floating window Does it work? You betcha. 
Do I really get why I need it? Well, no, but when it's a cool hack, necessity isn't always 
necessary.

and running. First, download and run the 
Fink binary (http://fink.sourceforge.net/download). 
As you're installing Fink, you'll be prompted 
to create a file named .eshre in your Home 
directory - agree by typing and pressing 
return.

Once all that ugliness is out of the 
way, just download FinkCommander from 
http://finkcommander.sourceforge.net a nd 
install it in your Applications folder. 

From FinkCommander, you can browse 
for cool programs to try. Note that not all 
the programs you see in FinkCommander are 
compatible with Xll, and that Xll-compatible 
programs aren’t confined to FinkCommander's 
Xll category. Highlight a program’s name and 
press &-! for an expanded description; in the 
likely event you want even more information, 
follow the link to the developer's Web site 
just remember to return to FinkCommander 
when you want to download and install 
the program, rather than using links 
on the developer’s site. 

When you’re ready to install the software, 
click on the leftmost toolbar item (or choose 
Binary: Install) to begin the process. 

Once you’ve installed an application 
with FinkCommander, you can add it to Xll’s 
Applications menu by choosing Applications: 
Customize. Click Add uem, double-click the 
Name field, and enter your program’s name. 

In the corresponding Command field, enter 
your program’s path, which for programs 
installed via FinkCommander will always 
be . nin/lik'iiama 

To determine the right file name to use, 
you may need to look in the bin folder inside 
the sw folder that Fink has created at the root 
level of your hard drive. The proper file will 
probably contain the name of the application, 
but installations sometimes create multiple 
similarly named files, so you may need to try 
a few of them before you get the right path. 

Time to explore 

Once you've got FinkCommander up and 
running, you’re best off browsing and exploring 
the Unix wonders it has to offer. You may 
get frustrated at times, but you’ll also find 
a wealth of software - much of which has 
been in development for many years - that 
you can finally run on your Mac. MW

Sports team logos used to do little more than identify a team and promote fan 
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support. But with the current popularity of licensed athletic wear, team logos now 


play a vital role in the sales of Starter 
jackets, replica jerseys and other licensed 
merchandise. Adobe Illustrator CS is 
ideally suited to this type of work. 


N ational Basketball Association creative 
director Tom O'Grady recognised the 
revenue potential in a well-designed, 
contemporary logo for the Philadelphia 
76ers when he contacted Eric Rickabaugh of 
Rickabaugh Graphics about redesigning the 
team's identity. Their existing logo, 
designed long before team athletic wear 
became a trend, needed to be revitalised 
with the energy and punch typical of 
contemporary team logos. 

A patriotic theme 

’The NBA asked us to start with a shotgun 
approach,’ says Rickabaugh. "They wanted 
us to explore a wide range of possibilities.* 
Rickabaugh and his staff obliged by 
cranking out 40 pencil sketches of design 
concepts in stride with the patriotic theme 
of the 76ers. The ideas he presented 
covered a broad spectrum of stylistic 
approaches, from historic to contemporary, 
and incorporated a variety of visual 
references, including the Philadelphia 
skyline, a number of patriotic motifs, and 
basketball imagery. 

After considering all of Rickabaugh 
Graphics’ concepts, the N8A's executive 
team selected a typographic approach that 
incorporated the 13 stars of the existing 
logo. "I think, from the start, they were 
looking for something simple and classic,’ 
Rickabaugh says. 

New owners, more 
tweaking 

More fine-tuning came when the 76ers’ 
ownership changed. Black was added to the 
logo's colour scheme to meet new president 
Pat Croce's vision of a bolder, more 
contemporary look for the team. The logo 
was also streamlined by eliminating its 13 
stars. But in the final stages of 
development, Rickabaugh reintroduced a 
single star into the design. ’I felt it needed 
something that linked it to the past and the 
patriotic meaning of the name,’ he says. 

Rickabaugh points out that the new logo 
has accomplished more than providing a 
slick new motif that rides well on NBA- 
licensed merchandise. "There are so many 
other benefits - fan interest, even player 
interest,’ he points out. "Projecting a 
positive, cool image on the field or court 
also helps recruit talented players. It makes 
your team a much more appealing 
commodity to a very broad audience.* 


addition to primary and secondary logo 
designs, Rickabaugh Graphics came up with 
team uniform applications incorporating 
the new logos. 
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The single star in the 76ers logo provided 
Rickabaugh and his design team with a 
graphic element that could be developed 
into shortened versions of the original logo 
- secondary applications that would offer 
merchandise vendors additional artwork 
options. Rickabaugh furnished Adobe® 
Illustrator® files to NBA creative director 
Tom O'Grady, who made minor adjustments 
to Rickabaugh's art for the final versions. 

Out of the 40 concept sketches Rickabaugh 
Graphics submitted, the NBA's management 
selected this idea, which incorporates many 
of the same elements as the original logo. 
Although Rickabaugh drew the type by 
hand, he based his letterforms on Century. 

During the refinement process, Rickabaugh 
estimates that his firm submitted close to 60 
variations of the existing logo design. In 



A 1978 graduate of Ohio State University, 
Eric Rickabaugh worked for area design 
firms and as design director for OSU's 
College of the Arts before founding his 
own business in 1986. Since then, 
Rickabaugh Graphics has established a 
national reputation, recognised widely in 
design annuals and awards competitions. 

The Gahanna, Ohio-based firm's work in 
athletic identity design started in the 
early '90s with a redesign of Ohio State 
University’s athletic logo, a project that 
brought recognition and propelled the 
firm into other team logo designs. "I've 
always had a lot of interest in this. I love 
sports," says Rickabaugh, who as a child 
drew crayon logo designs for NFL teams. 


For Rickabaugh, one of the most 
satisfying aspects of his work is seeing 
how a well-designed logo can improve his 
clients' profits. "We've seen some of our 
collegiate clients increase their licensing 
revenue 270 percent by introducing a new 
logo," he says. "It revitalises the market 
interest." 

Other clients for whom Rickabaugh 
Graphics has designed athletic logos 
include the Big East Conference, Ohio 
State University, Vanderbilt University, 
Drexel University Dragons, and Idaho 
State University.

The widespread Introduction of SDSL by BT 
and the ISPs they supply is a major step 
forward for companies and individuals who 
are as much,, if not more, focused on 
sending data rather than receiving it. 

For people and businesses specifically 
creating and delivering Internet content, 
SDSL makes a very appealing alternative to 
a leased line connection. It may not always 
come with the same service level 
agreements and contention ratios that some 
larger companies will need, but for many 
smaller sites or businesses it provides a good 
solution - especially when backed up with 
alternative connectivity. 


All Lanes Open for 
Traffic 

The symmetric (equal speed both up and 
downstream) nature of the bandwidth also 
presents a wide range of new opportunities 
to users less obviously tied TO Internet 
communications. For instance, the prepress 
industry has long relied on data 
communications for moving their relatively 
large files and images from one part of the 
workflow to another. ISDN was rapidly 
adopted by this industry despite its early 
costs as it represented such an improvement 
in productivity over traditional courier 
methods. 

However, like many of us, the prepress 
world has by and large kept with ISDN 
technology, on the basis of "if it ain't broke, 
don't fix It". But now the upstream speed 
and fixed costs of SDSL offer a real reason 
to re-assess communications in a prepress 
environment.

Short clips 


When I make an iMovie film, I like to 
archive it to DV tape.

It depends on the length of your video. 
iMovie creates new clips when it detects 
&' ■ a scene change - a convenient feature 
when you capture raw footage, but not desirable 
in your situation. Thankfully, you can easily put 
an end to this automatic dip creation, dust 
select Preferences from the iMovie 3 menu 
and deselect the Automatically Start New 
Clip At Scene Break nption. 

This may not completely free you from multiple 
dips. iMovie limits clips to 2GB (which works out 
to 9 minutes, 28 seconds, and 2 frames} If your 
video exceeds this length, iMovie automatically 
creates a new dip when it reaches the 2GB limit.

I read an article recently that described how to create an HTML fife with relative links to photos 
on a CD-ROM on a Windows PC. It contained a lot of HTML code. Is there an easier way to do 
this on the Mac? 

John Peterson 

This can be more difficult on a PC because of Windows' insistence on assigning letters in media 
drives and hard drives. If you use Windows' regular file shortcuts, they may point to the pictures 
I on the PC's hard drive rather than to the fifes you've burned to the disc. 

And that, dear John, is Why Windows Stinks: Reason 9,8&2, There's no need to write a single smidgen 
of HTML code to accomplish this task on a Mac. Just launch iPhoto 2, select the photos you'd like to add 
to your disc, and select the Export command from iPhoto's File menu. In the resulting Export Photos window, 
click on the Web Page tab and enter a title for your photo album in the Title field (MyCoolPix, for example). 

If you care to, change the settings for the number of columns and rows of pictures, as well as for the 
size of the thumbnails and images, on the HTML pages iPhoto generates. Click the Export button: in 
the sheet thai appears, create a new folder to store the HTML files in. Select; this new folder and click 
OK. Your collection of photos will be saved as a series of HTML index files that display thumbnails of 
your pictures, as well as folders that contain those thumbnails and the full image files. 

Insert a blank CD, copy the folder you created to the CD, and bum the CD. To browse the finished 
CD, simply shove it into a Mac or a PC and double-click on the index page (which, using the earlier 
example, would be called MyCoolPix.btrnl}. The computer's default browser will open, revealing the first 
page of the index, replete with thumbnails of your pictures. Click on a thumbnail to view the full image. 
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T” f When you select multiple picture files 
/ / M numbered in a series - Picture 01 r 
Ilf Picture 02 and Picture 03, for example 
- and double-click on them. Preview doesn't display 
them in order. 

There are two ways to make the pictures appear 
in sequence: open a folder full of pictures in column 
view, select them all, and double click on them. 

Or launch Preview, press ifTQ to produce the 
Open dialog box, navigate to your pictures, EHJ-click 
on the pictures you want to view, and click Open.

I haven't found a slideshow application 
that can do this. However, there's no 
reason you couldn't stitch together the 
tunes you'd like to play during your slide show. 

The free way tc do this is to import the songs 
you want to join into iMovie 3. 

Click the Audio button in iMovie and 
drag the songs you want to string together 
into the timeline {these songs can be in any 
audio format that ITunes supports, including 
protected AAC files from the iTunes Music 
Store). 

Select Export from (Movie's File menu, 
and in the iMovie: Export window that appears, 
select To QuickTime from the Export pop-up menu. 
Choose Expert Settings from the Formats pop-up 
menu and click the Export button. 

In the resulting Save Exported File As window, 
choose Sound To AIFF from the Export pop-up 


menu: then name and save the file {see 
"The song remains the same", left). The tunes 
are now contained in a single audio lile that 
can be used to accompany the slide show. 

If you're willing to convert your slide show 
into a QuickTime movie, you can create the entire 
slide show in iMovie. Add nothing except still 
clips to your movie, drag the song files into 
(Movie's soundtrack, adjust the length of 
the still pictures so they fit the length of 
the soundtrack, and then export your creation 
as a QuickTime movie.

Most people realize that you can 
move vCards out of Address Book 
by selecting contacts and dragging 
them to the Desktop. What some overtook, however, 
is that it isn't necessary to create one vCard per 
contact. Address Book also allows you to create 
a vCard that holds multiple contacts. There are 
a couple of ways to go about this. 

The first is to create a group, move the 
contacts you want to appear in the vCard into 
that group, and then drag that group to the 
Desktop. 

The second is to select your contacts and 
choose Export vCards from the File menu. This 
creates a single vCard file that includes the 
contacts you've selected. Vou can use a similar 
command with groups. Just select more than 
one group and choose Export Group vCard from 
the File menu to create a single vCard that 
holds all the contacts in the selected groups.

The iBook is ultra- 
small, lightweight and, importantly for 
students, relatively impact-resistant - 
and even its 12-inch screen is still 
sizeable. The pro PowerBook G4 is super- 
thin and lightweight, and boasts screens 
from 12 to 17 inches, its set of ports,

Performance 

Gauging speed by processor megahertz 
ratings is the easy - but incorrect-way 
to judge performance. You must take 
into account the amount of memory, 
the size and speed of the hard disk, 
graphics card and video memory, 
and size of cache.

Apple now uses two PowerPC 
processors: the G4 and G5.

Currently, nearly 
all software runs at Ihe G4’s 32-bit level. 
That said, the G5 is still faster - but 
not enough to disregard the speedy 
G4, which has plenty of life left in rtyet. 

Word-processing, spreadsheets, 
email and Web browsing don't require 
the very fastest processors, but digital 
photography, video, and graphics do. 

The more memory (RAM) you 
have on your Mac, the faster your 
applications will run, and you'll be 
able to keep more programs open at the 
same time. We recommend you upgrade 
the memory to at least 512MB of RAM. 

Fitting extra RAM to a Mac is easy, 
but get your reseller to fit it if you're 
nervous. Depending on which model 
you buy, an extra 256MB can cost as little 
as£35online (try www.crudal.com/ijk), 
and adding 512MB morewiil set you 
back about £100. RAM for portables 
often costs more. 

Cache is a memory subsystem 
that stores frequently used RAM 
data for even faster processing access. 

It's necessary because most computers 
suffer from performance bottlenecks 
that slow data down as it travels around 
the system. The Power Mac G5 features 
super fast interconnects, and so requires 
less cache - the data speeds around fast 
enough without it. 

Most consumers won't get near filling 
their hard disk with their AppleWorks 
files, digital snaps and Web downloads. 
Video-editors and iTunes users, however, 
will require a larger disk. Get as many 
gigabytes as possible. You can't upgrade 
the hard drives in the iBook. PowerBook, 
IMac or eMac, but you ca n add 
inexpensive external FireWire disks. 

A video card connects a Mac 
to its display. Serious gamers and 
creative professionals should aim 
for one of the ATI Radeon or NVidia 
GeForce4 cards found in Power Macs, 
with 64MB of video RAM onboard. 

You can't later upgrade the video 
card in any of the other systems - but 
this shouldn't matter for many users. 






Features 

Apple differentiates its Mac models 
by type of optical drive: CD or DVD, All 
Macs come with at least a combination 
DVD‘ROM/CD-RW drive that can read 
and writes CDs, and can play DVDs 
and DVD movies.

with a low-res cam era, If you want to u&e the images 
in print at anything greater than postage-stamp size, 
at least a two-mega pixel camera is a must. Look for 
optical resolution; ignore interpolated resolution. 

Select a camera that offers the option of switching 
between high-res/fewer shots and lower-res/many shots. 
SmartMedia storage cards are cheaper but flimsier, and 
offer less storage than CompactFlash cards, Sony cameras 
use MemorySticks. Other formats include Secure Digital, 
Multimedia, and the tiny XD Picture card. Digital cameras 
tend Lo be battery hogs, so rechargeable batteries are a 
must. NiCad batteries are cheaper than NiMH batteries, 
but the latter last longer between charges. 

Those who don’t own a digital-video camcorder are 
missing out on one of the best reasons to own a Mac. 

All of Apple s Mac models, even the least-expensive iMac, 
have built-in FireWire ports and iMovie software, making 
the creation of professional Too king videos for business, 
home, and school projects very easy. 

Most camcorders use MiniDV tapes, tiny cassettes that 
store 60 minutes of high-quality digital video in standard- 
play mode or 90 minutes in long-play mode. Sony's 
MicroMV digital-video format fs not yet supported. 

Once you record video, you can upload it to a Mac via a 
FireWire cable and edit rt using either Apple s iMovie or a 
higher-end program such as Apple's Final Cut Pro/Express. 
Add effects with Adobe After Effects. 

The DV format —used by DV. MiniDV, and Digital S 
cassettes - stores video at more than twice the resolution 
of standard VH5 or 8mm tapes, and it stores 25 per cent 
more information than S-VH5 or HiS tapes. Colour fidelity 
and noise Immunity are also markedly better on DV tapes 
than on analogue tapes, resulting in breathtaking video 
quality. And because the recorded video is digital, you 
can upload it to your Mac or copy rt to another DV tape 
without any loss of quality. 

Aim for a FireWire digital camcorder with both DV-ln 
and -Out, as this means you can transfer your edited 
movie from your Mac back to MlniDVtape. 



to get a flat- 

panel display, based on liquid crystal display (LCD) 
technology, or a cathode-ray tube (CRT) monitor. 

CRTs a re cheaper and offer higher colour vibrancy 
a nd accuracy than LCDs. If low price is your biggest 
requirement, or if you're looking for a display for 
publishing or design work, go with a CRT. 

An LCD display's advantage is unparalleled sharpness 
and ultra-thin profile. If space considerations, or a cutting- 
edge look, top your list of concerns, and you can afford 
it, today's flat-panel displays are worth a serious look. 

With a flicker-free screen and tiny footprint, an LCD is 
easy on the eyes in more than one sense. 

Today's monitors offer one or more of the following 
connections: VGA, DVf or ADC. A screen hooked-up to 
a digital DVI or ADC connector offers sharper, clearer 
images than those connected via an analogue VGA 
connector, Analogue LCDs can display "noise", a by¬ 
product of converting the video signal from digital to 
analogue and then back again, The ADC (Apple Display 
Connector) port combines a DVI signal with power and 
USB, The single cable leaves your desk relatively clutter 
free, but ADC is available only on cards shipping in 
Power Mac G4s and Cubes released after August 2000. 

Except for the Apple displays, most monitors can 
plug directly into an analogue VGA connector, making 
them compatible with current and older desktops and 
laptops. Some models offer both analogue and digital 
Inputs. These are the most compatible, as they can plug

into DV1 or standard VGA connectors and. with a third 
party adaptor, into ADC ports. The Apple displays require 
the ADC port available on only recent G4and G5 desktops. 

When comparing the image size of displays, be sure to 
check the viewable image size, not the claimed size of the 
CRT or flat-panel. The resolution of a monitor is expressed 
in horizontal and vertical pixel dimensions, and range 
from 64G-X-480 pixels to 1,600 x 1,200 pixels and beyond, 
The higher the resolution, the more you will be able 
to see on-screen. The more inches, the larger the pixels, 

A CRT's dot pitch measures how dose adjacent 
phosphor dots [or stripes on aperture-grille CRTs) 
are to each other. In general, the smaller the dot pitch, 
the sharper [and more expensive) the display will be. 

On CRT monitors, a low refresh rate - how many 
times your Mac sends a fresh copy of the screen Image 
to your display - implies flicker, a major cause of eyestrain. 
The higher the refresh rate, the better. LCDs don't suffer 
from flicker at all. 

High-end monitors may also come with calibration 
software and devices for ensuring accurate colour for 
publishing and design applications. 




Input devices come In many shapes and sizes. Go for an 
optical mouse, which are less prone to wear-&-tear than 
the old-style mice, Apple's mouse is good, but lacks extra 
buttons and a scroll wheel - fantastic for zipping through 
documents and Web pages. 

Graphics tablets are now very advanced and often 
come with pressure-sensitive pens, which enable more 
control when using natural-media graphics software 
like Painter. The harder you press, the thicker the line. 
They take some getting used to, but many artists swear 
by them - not at their mice! 




The range of printers available is 
huge: fast network printers, for business, 
to slower-but-cheap colour printers for home. 

Decide what you need from your printer, 
look at your budget and, most importantly, look 
at the output of the printer. The only way to avoid 
disappointment is to have a dealer print out a page 
in front of you. Remember that the test prints shown 
in shops are often done on expensive glossy paper. 

Speed is also an issue. At home, waiting 15 minutes 
for a colour page to print may be acceptable. In the 
office, however, time is money - mea ning that faster 
printers are needed. 

Home/small office use: A4 Inkjets are the cheapest 
printers to buy, and can output near-photographic quality 
prints-great with digital cameras. If you mainly run-out 
black-&-white prints of letters and so forth, consider 
a mono laser printer [which cost from around £250), 
Business use; Fast, networkable mono lasers cost 
from £500. Decent colour lasers will set you back at 
least £1,000. Design studios should consider a colour 
proofer- available from HP and Epson. 

Multifunction devices: Companies such as HP 
and Lexmark offer all-in-one devices that include 
a printer, scanner, copier and fax. These save desk space, 
but aren’t the best alternative at each of their functions. 
Remember to find out the price of consumables. An 
inkjet can get through a cartridge injustafew months. 
Macworld tests for how many high-COlOUf pages you'll 
get out of a cartridge, so check our product round-ups.

Before buying a scanner 

you must consider the final output you're aiming for. 3f 

your job is for a glossy magazine, then a high-resolution 

drum scanner is what you need. 

It's more likefy, though, that that kind of scanning 
would be done by a pre press house or a bureau. Some 
high-end flatbed scanners are actually approaching 
drum-scanner quality. Some professional scanners require 
a SCSI interface, so new Macs will require that a SCSI 
card be added. However, manufacturers are now adding 
FireWire and US8 2.0 interfaces to their fop scanners, 

You can buy a dedicated slide scanner or attach 
an optionaf slide tray to your flatbed. Some scanners 
have neat internal trays for ease of use. 

If your needs are less great, there are many fair-quality 
low-end scanners at unbelievably cheap prices. Again, 
claims for quality are often based on resolution. Look 
at the optical resolution rather than the interpolated 
resolution, as interpolation Is Just a process of digitally 
enlarging the scan. Make sure that the connection (USB, 
SCSI or FireWire) is right for your Mac. Scanners often come 
with bundled software to let you manipulate the images 
once you have scanned them. 



Hard drives: it's easy to add extra Internal hard disks 
to Power Macs, but other Macs are better served wrth 
external drives. All new Macs come with FireWire 
connections, which are much faster than USB. 

You can buy portable FireWire hard drives that you can 
carry around with you. and also larger, faster drives that 
srt on the desktop. Buy FireWire 800 drives If your Mac 
has this super-fast port. Go for the fastest rotational 
disk speed [measured in rpm), and divide the price by 
the number of gigabytes to find the price per GB. Buy 
as big as you can now, to save having to buy again later, 
Removable disks: Apple has turned its back on the now 
defunct 1.4MB floppy (what do you think email is for?) 
but you can still add a USB floppy drive for about £60. 

Zip drives are still used for backup. The 250MB Zip 
supports original 1QOMB disks, and the 750MB model 
reads and writes 750MB and 250MB disks, and reads 
all 100 MB disks. Despite the convenience of the format, 
it's relatively expensive and less popular now that most 
Macs have some kind of optical storage as standard. 

Subscribers to Apple s .Mac sendees (£65 per year) 
get 100MB of iDisk Web storage space, which can 
be used to quickly move daLa around the world, 

CD/DVD: Optical storage technologies (CD-R, CD-RW. 
DVD-R and DVD-RAM) have become increasingly viable 
a tier natives as prices fa II dramatically. While stable 
and cheap - a blank 650MB GD-R sells for 45p - writing 
to a CD or DVD-RAM can be slow. CD-R Is a write-once 
technology, But. unlike Jaz and Zip disks, dishingout CDs 
to friends or clients isn't financially painful. Your best CD 
choice may be a CD^RW (rewriteable) drive, which is a CD-R 
drive with the added ability to handle rewriteable media. 

DVDs can hold 5.2GB of data, and the drives can read 
standard CDs, Watch movies on your Mac and play the 
iatest multimedia DVDs. SuperDrive Macs can record DVDs 
that will play in domestic players. Apple's iDVD tool makes 
Macs so much better than Windows PCs in this regard. Ml
